“EXPERT” SEELEY GETS A JOB 





Superintendent Blake Will Investigate 
the Justice of the Basis Rates 
Already Filed 





The Missouri rate law situation is 
still befogged, neither companies nor 
agents knowing just what to do. The 
insurance department states verbally 
that where a company has cut a rate, 
that is the legal rate until the new 
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specific tariffs are filed. Suppose the 





risk is offered to another company as 
new business, is the cut rate the legal 
rate for it? Or suppose there have 
been various cuts on the same risk, 
what is the legal rate? These and 
other questions are coming up and the 
companies have referred all inquiries 
to the state department. 
Will Look Into Basis Rate 
H. M. Hess, manager of the Missouri 
Inspection Bureau, filed the analytic 
schedules as the basis rates for all 
companies. Superintendent Blake says 
he will not allow any specific tariffs 
to be filed until he is convinced that 
the basis rates are reasonable and just. 
He declares he will take time to in- 
form himself as to these schedules. 
He fails to state what he considers a 
“reasonable and just” basis rate. 
Superintendent Blake evidently be- 
lieves there is some secret formula for 
arriving at the basis rate and he is 
anxious to extract it from the com- 
panies. 
Seely Is Chief “Expert” 
Superintendent Blake has employed 
H. B. Seeley of Chicago, the lieutenant 
of George H. Holt, president of the 
Policyholders Union, and reformer ex- 
traordinary of fire insurance as the de- 
partment’s special adviser. Messrs. Holt 
and Seeley have dipped into about 
every fire insurance controversy they 
could hear of and have assumed the 
attitude as the “defenders of the peo- 
ple.” Insurance men regard Mr. Seeley 
as a man without any fire insurance 
experience, who has visionary ideas, 
who lacks information, is radical in his 
ideas, and is prejudiced against the 
companies. Instead of attacking the 
causes of fire waste, the chief element 
of high rates, he sputters away at 
expense, which is a minor item. 
Gets Education from Mr, Holt 
Mr. Seeley’s fire insurance platform

Hotchkiss, superintendent of insurance 
for New York state, Edward C. Mer- 
ritt, Jr., chairman of the New York 
investigating committee, and Franklin 
H. Wentworth, secretary of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association. 
Several interesting discussions of some 
of the live questions of interest to 
agents and companies will be on the 
program, and speakers assigned to con- 
sider these subjects. The official re- 
ports this year will cover various im- 
portant questions which have been be- 
fore the association for some time. 





Criticises the Companies 

Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston in at- 
tempting to excuse the serious confla- 
gration hazard showed in that city by 
the report of the National Board’s engi- 
neers blames the companies for making 
it possible to secure insurance vi 
buildings which are fire traps.

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HEARING ON RATE BILL 


MANAGERS SEE SPRINGFIELD 


George H. Holt and H. B. Seely of 
the Policyholders Union Fire a 
Broadside at Insurance 
Springfield, Ill, April 20—(Special 
Correspondence)—At a meeting of the 
subcommittee of five on the Illinois 
House bill No. 284—the Quincy fire 
rating bill—with amendments by George 
H. Holt and H. B. Seely, held last 
night, Messrs. Gallagher, Dean and 
McGregor, together with Vice-Presi- 
dent Magill of the Central National, 
were heard in opposition to the amend- 

ments. 

Manager McGregor of the Queen dis- 
cussed the bill from the standpoint of 
the practical operation of such a meas- 
ure if it became a law. 

Scheme Is Cumbersome 

He pointed out that the scheme of 
classification outlined in the bill would 
be cumbersome and expensive, but of 
no practical value to the insuring pub- 
lic, for the reason that recent methods 
of rate making have practically elim- 
inated classification and rates are made 
in Illinois by independent raters deal- 
ing with individual risks, and accord- 
ing to possibilities of combustion in 
such individual risks. He called atten- 
tion to the various sections of the pro- 
posed amendments which materially in- 
crease the cost of administering the 
business, and stated that every expense 
of this kind must, in the long run, be 
paid by those who buy fire insurance. 

Cost Finally on the Public 

He emphasized the proposition that 
all fire insurance in its last analysis is 
mutual, no matter how transacted, and 
that those who buy the indemnity must 
pay all of the cost, and any added ma- 
chinery in the insurance department, 
or elsewhere, necessarily added to the 
cost and must be paid by the public. 
Mr. McGregor questioned the right of 
the state to either originate fire rates, 
or determine by any branch of the state 
government in any way what such rates 
should be, but expressed himself as 
being in favor of the provisions of 
Senate bill No. 61, which provided for 
the equalization of the fire insurance 
charge. 

Dean Addresses the Committee 

A. F. Dean, assistant manager of the 
Springfield Fire, addressed the subcom- 
mittee, confining his remarks almost 
exclusively to the theory upon which 
insurance rates are made under the 
Dean schedule, of which he is the 
father. 

He stated that all systems of rate 
making for fire insurance, or any other 
kind of indemnity, were based upon 
standards, and that the application of 
these standards, with additional physi- 
cal, and other conditions surrounding 
the individual risk, was in a simplified 
form all that was claimed for the Dean 
schedule. 

Likely to Increase the Cost 

He pointed out to the committee that 
this work was already being done at a 
very great expense by independent 
raters, and the results purchased by 
insurance companies and others need- 
ing the rates, and that the operation 
of the proposed amendments would in- 
crease the cost materially, and in the 
hands of unskillful raters might dis- 
turb the situation and increase rather 
than decrease the present insurance 
rates. 

Thomas E. Gallagher, western man- 
ager of the Aetna, addressed the sub- 
committee briefly, pointing out the fact 
that his company was licensed in IIli- 
nois in 1835, and had been in contihu- 
ous operation since that time, and that 
the net result of such operation to the 
close of the year 1910 was a loss to the 
company in Illinois of something more 
than a million dollars. 

Mr. Gallagher protested against any 
attempt on the part of the state to 
make rates for fire insurance, but de- 
clared himself in favor of an anti-rebate 
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and anti-discrimination law, and of a 
reduction in premiums as a result of 
the reduction in fire waste. 

Would Harm the Small Companies 

H. P. Magill, vice-president of the 
Central National Fire of Chicago, rep- 
resenting the Illinois companies, pointed 
out to the subcommittee that the com- 
mission feature provided in the amend- 
ments would, if in actual operation, 
serve in the near future to practically 
eliminate Illinois capital from the fire 
insurance business. He stated that the 
result of the proposed legislation would, 
in his opinion, be to concentrate the 
business in the hands of the large strong 
companies who could do business at a 
less expense than the new organiza- 
tions, and thus create at least the pos- 
sibility of a monopoly in the hands of 
the large English and American cor- 
porations. 

All of the speakers emphasized the 
necessity for a closer inspection and 
declared themselves very warmly in 
favor of the fire marshal law, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the general as- 
sembly might make prompt appropria- 
tion so that the fire marshal’s office 
could get into operation. 

Seely and Holt on Deck 

H. B. Seely and George H. Holt, of 
the Policyholders Union, attended the 
meeting of the subcommittee, and in 
reply to an inquiry from Mr. McGregor 
Mr. Seely stated that he had no ex- 
perience in the fire insurance business, 
but that he had “looked into it a little.” 
Colonel Holt, of course, disclaims any 
experience in the business. 

The last speaker was Superintendent 
Potter, who simply explained how the 
Illinois Fire Commission was ap- 
pointed; stated clearly that it was Gov- 
ernor Deneen’s intention to appoint a 
well balanced committee of responsible 
gentlemen. 

Colonel Holt delivered himself of a 
tirade against the commission, Attorney 
O. B. Ryon and Superintendent Potter. 

The Colonel has had this in his sys- 
tem for some time, and necessarily felt 
better after he had thus expressed him- 
self. At first the natives of the Capital 
City mistook him for Colonel James 
Hamilton Lewis of Chicago, for ob- 
vious reasons, but they know him bet- 
ter now. The Colonel is a very pleasant 
and agreeable gentleman to meet, ex- 
cept when he is on the subject of fire 
insurance. 

The subcommittee adjourned to meet 
on Wednesday. 





MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 


The Reciprocal Indemnity Exchange, an 
intersurance concern, has been organized 
at Los Angeles, by Hancock M. Johnston 
and M. F. Garrigue, son of R. H. Gar- 
rigue, former western manager of the 
Merchants of New Jersey. 


Owing to the filibuster of members of 
the lower house of the Tennessee legisla- 
ture, who went to Alabama to prevent 
action on an election bill, breaking he 
quorum in the house, there will probably 
be no insurance legislation enacted at this 
session, which is rapidly nearing its close, 

Fire Chief Croker, who recently re- 
signed as head of the uniformed force of 
the New York fire department, has — 
ed the chairmanship of the section of fire 
prevention of the American Museum of 
Safety. It will be up to him to equip an 
exhibition hall for all manner of devices 








for preventing fire.

Western Fire Companies 











State of Dlinois—Following the increase 
of the capital from $300,000 to $400,000, 
the company will now immediately ar- 
range for the placing of the next $100,000, 
so as to bring the paid capital up to 
$500,000. By the payment of the first 
extra $100,090, $75,000 of new surplus has 
been created and the assets of the com- 
many are over $1,000,000. The company 
reports satisfactory returns, but like al! 
»thers, it has had a heavy loss ratio for 
the first three months. 


Home Fire of Indianapolis—The com- 
vany has sold $900,000 of its stock. Its 
capital, recently certified to the depart- 
nent as 00,000, will probably soon be 
‘necreased to $1,000,000. It was originally 
»roposed to have $1,000,000 capital and 
$1,000,00 surplus before writing a policy 
and this proposal may be carried out, 
though some of the stockholders favor be- 
zinning business with $500,000 capital and 
$500,000 surnluc. Thev say that is a start 
that few companies get. 





The lower house of the Connecticut 
legislature has defeated by a vote of 135 
to 28 a proposition to investigate fire in- 
surance rates in the state. The sugges- 
tion had been strongly opposed hy the 
state papers as tending to suggest criti- 
cism of the Connecticut fire insurance 
companies, and thus to injure one of the 
principal businesses of the state. J. D. 
Browne, president of the Connecticut Fire, 
wrote a letter strongly deprecating such 
action as unjustified by the facts, an in- 
sult to the Connecticut insurance depart- 
ment and a slur on the business. 





The New Jersey fire marshal bill has 
been beaten. There were two bills of 
this nature under consideration, the Bal- 
entine bill being the more drastic. This 
measure never got a look in and the Mc- 
Gowan bill, a much milder measure, 
which was thought to have a good chance, 
got only nineteen votes, whereas, thirty- 
one were required for passage. Assem- 
blymen from the rural counties took lit- 
tle interest in the measure.

NOT MUCH NEW LEGISLATION 


Most Bills Stuck in Pigeonholes—Plan 
to Make Agents Pay Balances 
Working Well 








Detroit, Mich., April 24.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—The Michigan state 
lawmakers have gone home. They did 
not pass all the insurance bills pre- 
sented but did give the fire marshal 
bill attention and, with some alterations 
from the original bill, passed it. Other 
good bills were presented, but did not 
get out of pigeonholes. I was talking 
to one of the representattves a few 
days ago and he said another session 
would no doubt warrant the enacting of 
some laws based on the -bills intro- 
duced this session. Anyway they have 
their eyes opened a little and this year’s 
work may have results in the future. 


Makes Them Think—We have daily 
experiences in the way of rate making 
that are cussedly aggravating in some 
cases and awfully amusing in others. 
The cussed part is where it strikes us 
and the amusing part when the other 
fellow gets it, yet there is something 
not so awfully bad in the proposition 
after all. It gets the seller thinking. 
The other day we had an opportunity 
to show what we could do when it 
comes to a thought proposition. Some 
good guesser told one of our custo- 
mers that $2.28 was too much to pay 
for his insurance, that $1.71 was enough 
and he would write it for that amount. 
Our client called us in and asked why. 
We got busy, put in some fire extin- 
guishers, some waste buckets and some 
drip pans and cleaned the shop up, put 
on the 90 percent coinsurance clause 
and got the rate under the other fel- 
low’s, so perhaps this disturbed condi- 
tion is a good thing after all. It makes 
thinkers of us. 


Forcing Collections — Something 
doing along the line of making agents 
pay up has had its effect. A short 
time ago the special agents commenced 
sharpening their pencils to do some 
close figuring. “They found a lot of 
their time was wasted traveling around 
the country trying to collect balances. 
The companies wanted the money and 
between the companies and the spe- 
cials, an arrangement was made that 
has for its object the collecting of 
balances or the putting out of business 
those fellows who are slow and uncer- 
tain. These fellows had a tickler sent 
them which, when analyzed, meant, 
“You have got to pay up.” The idea 
was a new one to some and did not af- 
fect them much, but when the band 
arrived the music had its effect and the 
dance commenced. The law was laid 
down and reads about as follows: All 
balances must be paid within forty-five 
days of the end of the month. In 
some cases it might be extended to 
sixty days, but not under any circum- 
stances over sixty then, if behind, no 
notice but the taking up of the agents 
supplies and commission. It is having 
its effect. It’s astonishing how easy it 
was to get these slow fellows in line. 
All that was necessary to cure the dis- 
ease was to give the dose. Specials

COMMISSION BILL IS TABLED 








Measure Requiring Full Payment of 
Policy in Case of Total Loss 
Passes Senate 





House Bill No. 256 in the Illinois 
legislature, introduced by Hoffman of 
Quincy, by request, was recently tabled 
by the House committee on insurance. 
The bill prohibited fire companies from 
paying a greater or less or different 
rate of commissions to agents on ac- 
count of the presence in the same 
agency of other companies that are not 
members of the same organization, 
association, or combination, and pro- 
hibited also the inducing or attempting 
to induce agents to surrender or expel 
nonmember companies by offers of 
greater compensation, and withdrawing 
or threatening to withdraw from the 
agency, and inducing other companies 
to do so, and reducing or threatening 
to reduce any agent’s commision and 
by any other means discriminating on 
account of such nonmembership in 
such association or combination. 

Senate Bill No. 92—Bailey—has 
passed the Senate. This is a fire in- 
surance measure, to the effect that if 
any building or buildings insured 
against fire, situated in Illinois, are 
totally destroyed by fire the company 
issuing the policy or policies on such 
building shall be liable for the face 
value of such policy or policies, pro- 
vided “that such company or companies 
shall not be liable for an amount great- 
er than the actual cash value of such 
building or buildings at the time of the 
destruction.” 

The above seems to be in line with 
the law as it is at present. Section 2, 
however, provides “That the value of 
such building or buildings as expressed 
in the policy or policies shall be pre- 
sumptive evidence of the actual value 
thereof.” This section would seem to 
throw the burden of proof of the value 
of the buildings upon the companies 
instead of the insured. 

There is another provision to the 
effect that if the building has actually 
been over insured that the insured shall 
recover from the companies the excess 
premiums paid, with 5 percent interest 
thereon running from the date of the 
insurance. The provisions of the act 
do not apply to personal property.

Situation at Whitewater, Wis. 

One meeting in four years, and no 
rate troubles is the record of the local 
board at Whitewater, Wis. The ad- 
visory rates promulgated nine years 
ago were adopted, and are still in use. 
No revisions have been adopted other 
than the reduction on dwellings last 
fall. Some agents began using the 
new schedules, and the board was con- 
vened for action on these. 

In spite of the seeming dormancy, 
conditions are satisfactory. All but one 
or two small agencies are reporting 
through the stamping clerk, rate cut- 


ting is practically unknown, and no 
rebating is heard of. 

The business is split up among a 
large number of agents, and only one 
devotes his entire time to insurance. 

This one does a very excellent farm 
business in addition to his local pre- 
miums. 

Complaints of under insurance are 
made. The city has not had a “re- 
spectable” fire in twenty years, and 
property owners do not believe full 
protection necessary. 

Some business is being written out- 
side by district agents of the Wiscon- 
sin city and village mutuals. 


PEANUT GRAFTING IS FOUND 
Agent at Mt. Carmel, Ill, Charged 


with Pocketing Small Amounts 
on Dwelling Policies 











A committee of field men interested 
in a large union agency at Mt. Carmel, 
Ill., brought to light a system of petty 
graft that, it is alleged, has been em- 
ployed for a long time. It is charged 
that in case of a number of dwellings, 
the correct rate would be charged the 
assured but in the daily report the 
dwelling would be shown to have a 
metal or tile roof. It is claimed that 
the agent pocketed the difference be- 
tween the shingle and the roof rate. 
The graft was but a small amount on 
each policy but so far as the companies 
were able to check up, it is said the 
total amounted to some $750 for some 
ten years. The agent promised to re- 
turn this sum. Now some of the com- 
panies whose field men acted as spokes- 
men during the visit find the agent has 
cancelled their business at Mt. Carmel. 
There have been many cases of agency 
peculations but Illinois field men have 
found nothing to equal this in “peanut” 
grafting.

Minnesota Fire Marshal 


Under the amended fire marshal law 
of Minnesota it is understood that 
there will be ample funds for the ad- 
ministration of the office. Charles E. 
Keller is fire marshal and Ira M. Wal- 
lace is first deputy. K. Neutson, sec- 
retary of the Property Owners Fed- 
eration says: 


There is a movement on foot for appoint- 
ment of citizens’ committees in each town 
to assist the fire marshal both in punish- 
ment of incendiarism and in removing ex- 
tra hazardous conditions. The people 
back of this citizens’ movement are ask- 
ing local agents some pertinent questions, 
such as “why do agents so readily fur- 
nish insurance to irresponsible traders 
who, as a class, have so many fires? 
Should not the local agents ask their 
companies for a commercial report on 
such parties before writing any insurance? 
If agents and companies do not correct 
these abuses, should not the premium 
payers refuse to renew policies with 
agents who show gross carelessness in 
such matters?” 





Decision as to Referees 


The supreme court of Minnesota, in a 
case brought up from Washington county, 
has ruled that the selection of a third 
referee by the two selected by the in- 
sured and by the insurance company need 
not be in writing, under the provisions 
of the standard policy. The fact that the 
two referees, after orally agreeing upon 
and selecting the third person, agree 
thereafter to sign in writing naming the 
referee so selected, does not show that 
the oral selection was not intended to be 
definite or final. Finally it was decided 
that the third referee may be chosen be- 
fore the two parties chosen by those 
affected, have qualified.

PROVISIONS MAY BE WAIVED 








Colorado Supreme Court Decision on 
Condition of Leased Ground Un- 
known to Company 


_ The Insurance Green Bag has bulle- 
tined a case decided by the Colorado 
Supreme Court which holds that the 
provision as to title to ground under 
a building may be waived. It says: 

The building insured by defendant stood 
=e leased ground, under the provision 
of the policy, “This entire policy, unless 
otherwise provided by agreement indorsed 
hereon, or added hereto, shall be void if 
- . » the subject of insurance be a build- 
ing on ground not owned by the insured 
in fee simple.” 

The policy was obtained through an 
insurance broker, from the regular agents 
of the company. No written application. 
No inquiry by the agents about the title 
to the ground and no representations rel- 
ative thereto were made by them. The 
building was owned by plaintiffs, but 
stood on leased ground. Insurance had 
been written on the building for several 
years in other companies and the agents 
seemed to regard it as old risk. They did 
not appear to attach any materiality to 
the question of title and plaintiffs were 
ignorant of any such materiality. The 
policy seemed to have been issued, re- 
ceived and paid for in good faith for the 
purpose of indemnifying the plaintiffs. 

The court held: “Under all the cir- 
cumstances the law imputes to the com- 
pany a knowledge of the condition of the 
title to the ground, and it waived the 
aforesaid provision in its policy issued 
with such knowledge. Such a conclu- 
sion is the only one consonant with cor- 
rect business methods, and is supported by 
the weight of authority. 167 Ind. 659; 
8 L. R. A. (O. S.) 708; 45 Or. 441; 93 
Mich. 184 (and many other authorities 
cited).”

New Auto Rates at St. Louis 


New rates on automobile floaters 
have been put in force at St. Louis. 
There is no substantial change, ex- 
cept that a reduction of 50 cents is 
allowed for the elimination of the 
theft clause. The minimum rate re- 
mains at 2 percent and the valued 
policy is abolished. 


All Companies Must Sign 

In response to an inquiry, the Col- 
orado department has ruled that all 
the companies in an _ underwriters 
agency must sign a certificate on the 
policy guaranteeing the whole amount 
insured. The usual underwriters policy 
binding each company only for its own 
share is not permitted.

The Georgia Association of Local Agents 
meets at Rome, Ga., on May 4-6, and a 
varied program, including barbecues, car 
and boat excursions and many other en- 
tertainments are on the program. It is 
understood that some agents who are 
largely interested in local companies, may 
introduce resolutions declaring in favor 
of contingent commissions, 


Attorney-General Bickett of North Car- 
olina has advised the insurance depart- 
ment that the graded commission agree- 
ment of the companies cannot be made 
effective in that state without violating 
the law. The point of conflict is the pro- 
vision that the agents receiving graded 
commissions must not represent nonasso- 
ciated companies. It is understood that 
the rule will be tested in the courts. 

At a meeting of the Southern States 
Fire and Casualty directors at Birming- 
ham, Ala., the company was practically 
reorganized, resulting in a shakeup in 
every department. The retirement of 
President D. E. Manasco takes effect July 
1. D. C. Tevis, former vice-president, was 
elected vice-president and general man- 
ager, and assumed charge of the compa- 
ny’s business. In the fire department 
James H. Hard retires, and in the liability 
department J. L. Mitchell retires. Their 
successors will be chosen later. 








KENTUCKY NOTES 


The Hanover has appointed Nash, 
Hunter & Henton as its agents at Ver- 
sailles, Ky. 

W. L. Martin and John H. Cowles have 
purchased the controlling interest in the 
Betcher agency in Louisville, which will 
be continued under that name. 

A committee has been appointed by the 
Louisville Board of Fire Underwriters for 
the purpose of investigaing the question 
of bringing nonboard agencies in that 
city into the board, 

Noble D. Morris, a well known local 
agent of New Albany, Ind., died as the 
result of his fire prevention zeal. While 
aiding in placing tarpaulins over the fur- 
niture in a residence which took fire 
April 23, he was stricken with heart fail- 
ure and expired before assistance could 
reach him. 

The agency of Warren & Offutt, which 
was recently organized at Georgetown, 
Ky., has added the following companies 
to the agency: Connecticut, National 
Union, Germania of New York, Fireman’s 
Fund, Security of New Hampshire. The 
Henry Clay has also placed its second 
agency in that office, 

New tariffs covering Maysville, Ky., 
are being sent out by the Kentucky In- 
spection Bureau, containing the new rates 
which have been instituted as a result of 
the improvements which have been made 
in the fire protection: facilities of the 
town. The rates show a substantial reduc- 
tion, and citizens of Maysville regard the 
expenditures which they have made as an 
excellent investment from the standpoint 
of the reductions.

Plan to Charter Steamboat for Semi- 
Annual Meeting and Sail the 
Bounding Main - 


Ben F. Weitzel, of the Phoenix of 
Hartford, and Robert W. Snyder, of 
the Hanover, are given credit for hav- 
ing originated a plan which is appeal- 
ing to many of the field men in Ken- 
tucky in connection with the semi- 
annua! meeting of the Kentucky board. 
The executive committee recommended 
that French Lick Springs be decided 
upon as the place for the meeting, and 
this seemed to be favored; but the sug- 
gestion which Messrs. Weitzel and 
Snyder have made may result in a 
change of plans. 

Their idea is to charter a steamboat 
and take a trip of three days up the 
Ohio and Kentucky rivers. Besides 
insuring the transaction of much more 
business than could be provided for 
otherwise, the trip would give an op- 
portunity for those who have never 
visited “the Hudson of the west” to see 
some of the most beautiful scenery in 
America. 

Definite decision as to the meeting 
will be made as soon as sufficient re- 
turns are had upon the cards which 
have been sent out by the board. 

















Georgetown Conditions Improve 

Conditions at Georgetown, Ky., 
which have been causing considerable 
attention to be given the Bluegrass 
city, are now much improved, accord- 
ing to statements of field men who 
have visited that city during the past 
week. There was some complaint of 
rate cutting, but this has all been reme- 
died, it is stated. It was suggested 
at first that a local board be organized, 
but in view of improved conditions it is 
likely that this plan will be dropped 
for the time being. 





Kentucky Agents to Meet 

Announcement was made this week 
at Louisville by Owen R. Mann, secre- 
tary of the Kentucky Association of 
Local Agents, that the annual conven- 
tion of the association will be held in 
Louisville May 12. This is the day 
before the famous Kentucky Derby. 





Cancelling Tobacco Lines 

It is reported that a number of com- 
panies have canceled off tobacco risks 
in the burley district of Kentucky, with 
the exception of that which is held in 
the warehouses of the larger cities. 
The decision to this effect was reached 
becausé of market conditions, tobacco 
selling at the lowest price recorded in 
many seasons. Much of the leaf was 
written on the basis of the higher 
prices prevailing several months ago, 
so that it is insured for more than its 
present value. The moral hazard de- 
veloped as a result of this condition 
of involuntary over-insurance, com- 
bined with a feeling of restlessness in 
the burley districts with reference to 
the 1911 crop, is responsible for the 
cancellation policy adopted by several 
companies. 





Confer as to Kentucky 

The Kentucky committee of the 
Western Union conferred with the 
executive committee of the Kentucky 
Board at Louisville last Tuesday. The 
committee was represented by A. G. 
Dugan, Hartford, chairman; John 
Marshall, Firemen’s Fund, and Samuel 
Tupper, of the Queen. 

No report as to the proceedings of 
the meeting was made public, but it is 
understood that it was devoted largely 
to a discussion of the co-insurance 
question, which has been under con- 
sideration in the Kentucky Board for 
several months. The question of 
whether the co-insurance clause should 
be applied to loose leaf tobacco ware 
houses is one of the chief points at 





issue, and this was gone over in detail. 
The governing authorities are under- 
stood to favor the application of the 
co-insurance clause wherever possible, 
while the Kentucky Board has taken 
the ground that it is not expedient at 
this time, in view of the valued policy 
law of the state, to use the clause. 





DECISION ON FALSE ANSWERS 
Kentucky Court Held that Such Are 
Not Binding If Application Is 
Not Read 





The court of appeals of Kentucky 
has handed down a decision in which 
it is held that an agent’s written answer 
in the application that there are no 
encumbrances, when it was not read 
by the assured, is not binding. 

In his written application, insured 
represented that the land was not in- 
cumbered when, in fact, there was a 
mortgage of $4,900. After the fire, the 
adjuster secured an affidavit of insured 
that answers in original application 
were true, though the adjuster, at the 
time, knew the property was mort- 
gaged. Insured claimed that he was 
solicited for insurance and signed the 
application upon the agent’s request 
without reading it and that he was not 
aware that incumbrances affected in- 
surance, but made the affidavit at the 
request of adjuster in order to obtain 
the money. e company defended on 
the ground of fraudulent statement in 
application as to incumbrances and the 
concealment and false swearing to ma- 
terial facts after the fire for the purpose 
of obtaining a settlement. The jury 
returned a verdict that there was no 
fraudulent intention on the part of the 
insured. In the lower court, there was 
judgment for insured which was af- 
firmed by the court of appeals, Ken- 
tucky, saying in part: 

The rule in this state is that the in- 


sured has the right to assume that the 
company has made inquiries of him touch- 





ing every material fact affecting the risk, 
and to avoid the policy it must be found, 
not only that the concealed matter was 
material, but that it was intentionally 
and fraudulently concealed. Lancashire v. 
Monroe, 39 S. W. 434. So, too, if the in- 
sured gives correct answers to the only 
questions asked of him, and the agent 
who fills out the blank inserts in the ap- 
plication answers to questions not asked 
of the insured, and the insured signs the 
application without reading it, or know- 
ing of the false answers so inserted, he 
is not responsible for the answers s0 
made. Phoenix v. Coomes, 20 S. W. 900. 
In the case before us, appellant’s agent 
had no distinct memory of the transac- 
tion, and relied solely upon the applica- 
tion, claiming that he wrote the answers 
to the questions as given him by appellee. 
On the other hand, appellee swears posi- 
tively that he did not answer that there 
were no incumbrances on the real estate, 
and that he signed the application with- 
out knowing that it contained such an- 
swers. There is neither any direct proof 
nor any circumstances in the case going 
to show that appellee obtained the in- 
surance for a fradulent purpose; nor is 
there any evidence tending to show that 
he fraudulently concealed the existence 
of the mortgage liens. Continental v. 
Ford, 131 S. W. Rep. (Ky.) 189.

Fire Losses in New York City 

Fire losses handled by the loss com- 
mittee of the New York Board have in- 
creased 30 percent in number and 97 per- 
cent in amount when compared with the 
first three months of last year. In Janu- 
ary 1910, 229 losses -were adjusted by the 
committee amounting to $634,000, while 
in January, 1911, these reached 291 in 
number and involved $1,402,000. In Feb- 
ruary, 1910, the losses were 162 for $475,- 
000 and 241 in 1911, amounting to $1,007,- 
000. March has been the banner month 
for losses both last year and this year, 
for while they reached 217 in 1910 with 
a total of $669,000, in the month just 
past the number reached 257, aggregat- 
ing $1,092,000. 

The totals for the three month period 
in 1910 and 1911 show that while there 
were adjusted 608, for an amount involv- 
ing $1,779,000 last year, this year the 
number was 789 with an aggregate 
amount of $3,501,000. ’ 
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DISTURBED ASTO MUTUALS 


CINCINNATI SITUATION SEEN 





Eastern Concerns Are Making Head- 
way in Capturing Many New 
Sprinklered Risks 





Agents of Cincinnati are somewhat 
disturbed over the way in which nearly 
all the new sprinklered risks are going 
into the New England mutuals. It is 
the exception instead of the rule when 
the regular companies secure the line 
on a new plant built and equipped with 
a view to securing the greatest possible 
amount of fire prutection. Represen- 
tatives of the sprinkler mutuals are 
claiming in some instances, it is said, 
that in the course of time it will not be 
necessary to collect premiums at all 
but that the interest on the first deposit 
will be sufficient to cover the cost of the 
insurance. 

An agent, in commenting on the 
situation, remarked that Cincinnati is 
peculiarly open to mutual competition. 

Accustomed to Mutual System 

In the first place it is more or less a 
German city and Germans are accus- 
tomed to the mutual plan of fire insur- 
ance. Then there are the three large 
mutuals in the city which have always 
furnished good protection and have had 
a strong hold on the German business. 
When the sprinkler mutuals come along 
people are already accustomed to the 
idea of mutual insurance. When a new 
plant is erected the mutuals are able 
to refer the owner to any one of a list 
of fifty or sixty plants which are al- 
ready equipped and are insured in the 
mutuals with satisfaction to the owner. 

Agents Once Fought Sprinklers 

Years ago, the agents fought sprink- 
lers and the mutuals so hard that they 
do not always have the influence they 
should have in cases-of well equipped 
risks... Agents are- now getting a bet- 
ter-idea: of- fire protection and are giv- 
ing better service tc the assured in the 
capacity of-expert adyisers but in many 
instances the change has not come soon 
enough. The-situation as to sprinklered 
business- in Cincinnati‘is therefore at 
the present time not entirely satisfac- 
tory. 

“Handling Situation Better 

On the other hand a state agent who 
studies conditions throughout Ohio 
closely, believes that agents are hand- 
ling the situation much better than they 
did formerly. Recent court decisions 
in New. York: and Ohio have shown 
some of the disadvantages of doing 
business joutside* tlte regular chanriels. 

he’ new. law requiring the assured to 
report his insurance in unauthorized 
companies and pay taxes thereon is 
being used with good effect in some 
Parts of the state by the agents. Agents 
who have the confidence of their clients 
are able to undertake improvements in 
the risks and to bring about proper 
reductions in the rates. Sentiment in 
favor of patronizing the local agents 
where the risks are located, instead of 
taking the business outside of the state, 
is growing. The fact that the out- 
Siders, to a large extent, profit by the 
experience which has been paid for by 
the regular companies which maintain 
the rating bureaus and other machin- 
ery and that an agent who is on the 
ground is often able to give a serv- 
ice which the outsider cannot give, is 
frequently used to advantage. 

Giving an Improved Service 

Agents throughout Ohio are more 
and more giving better service to their 
Customers. One important agent in a 
large city recently gave up the inde- 
Pendent office which he had maintained 

or many years, feeling that he pre- 
ferred to give his whole time to im- 
Proving the service to his- personal cus- 
tomers rather than to bother with bro- 
kerage business and the handling of 
solicitors, which required a large part 
of his time ard brought him no ade- 
quate returns. This is only an indica- 
tion of the trend of the times towards

merly relied for technical service on the 
bureaus and the special agents of the 
companies. The business which for- 
merly went in large quantities to the 
big brokerage offices in New York and 
elsewhere, which were _ specially 
equipped with fire protection engineers, 
is being brought back to the local 
agents on the ground where the agents 
are giving the proper study to the 
question of service. |

get lower rates. Superintendent Blake 
was induced to employ Mr. Seeley on 
the representation of the officer of a 
St. Louis trade organization. It is 
stated that Superintendent Blake be- 
lieved Mr. Seeley was an expert on 
fire insurance. He has been given Mr. 
Seeley’s pedigree and career, and 
whether he still considers him an ex- 
pert is not known. 
See Only Reduced Rates 
Superintendent Blake and “Expert” 
Seeley evidently see but one aim in 
the operation of the new law and that 
is to get reduced rates, whether con- 
ditions warrant it or not. They want 
to get at the figures of the companies 
although they have been plainly shown 
that the classified experience is worth- 
less so far as making rates is con- 
cerned. This matter was thoroughly 
threshed out with Superintendent 
Blake and “Expert” Seeley by Attorney 
Thomas Bates of Chicago and Manager 
W. H. Sage of the German American. 








As an illustration Mr. Sage drew a 
diagram, illustrating a pin factory, the 
only one supposedly in the world car- 
rying $50,000 insurance, with $1,000 
premium. Twenty feet away was a 
livery stable. The livery stable burned 
and wind carried the fire to the pin 
factory and it was destroyed. 

“Shall we charge the pin factory loss 
to the livery stable account,” asked 
Mr. Sage. Mr. Blake answered in the 
negative. 

“The pin factory hazard did not 
cause the fire,”. said Mr. Sage. “Would 
it be correct then to charge that loss 
up to the pin factory, and if so what 
rate would you make on pin factories?” 
Mr. Blake was puzzled’ but “Expert” 
Seeley had the solution. He said, “Well, 
that should be charged up to exposure 
losses.” “But companies keep no ac- 
count of exposure losses,” said Mr. 
Sage. 

Mad at St. Joseph Agents 

Superintendent Blake has his dander 
up at the St. Joseph agents. He claims 
they got together and agreed to write 
only at the full tariff. In many cases 
that doubled the price that had been 
paid before and the insurance depart- 
ment was overwhelmed with com- 
plaints. Superintendent Blake threat- 
ened to get after the companies for 
violating the antitrust law. Companies 
receiving dailies from St. Joseph writ- 
ten at the full tariff where the rate 
had been cut before, instructed the 
agents to reform the policies to the 
old rates. 

Will Accept Modified Information 

Supposedly at the instigation of “Ex- 
pert” Seeley, the Missouri department 
sent a circular to companies demand- 
ing statistics as to profitable classes, 
experience in all states where the Dean 
schedule was applied, and experience 
in St. Louis and St. Joseph (Kansas 
City being omitted because the com- 
panies had lost money there). The 
companies will show the impossibility 
of furnishing most of this informa- 
tion because they have not got it. As 
the department -calls for premiums and 
losses for the three large cities each 
year, the companies see no reason for 
duplicating the figures. This circular 
letter is another evidence of the vis- 
jonary schemes of Superintendent 
Blake’s highly developed “expert.” 

As the coinsurance law was repealed, 
companies will allow credits for co- 
insurance on brick dwellings and con-

tents. The old annual rate on brick 
dwellings was 15 cents in St. Louis. 
Now it will be 20 cents but the coin- 
surance credit will reduce the rate to 
a point lower than it was before. Tak- 
ing the 80 percent coinsurance clause, 
an owner gets a 45 cent rate on a five 
year term policy. 
Reduce Rates on Frame Dwellings 


The rate on a frame dwelling has 


been reduced in St. Louis from $1.50 | 


for five years to 90 cents. These spe- 
cific rates will not be officially filed 
until Superintendent Blake passes on 
the basis schedules. 

On the whole, with allowances for 
coinsurance, which were not permitted 
before, there will be a lower average 
rate in the entire state. St. Louis 
agents were nonplused at the an- 
nouncement of the increase in the 
rates on brick dwellings as they had 
promised the legislators there would 
be a reduction all along the line. These 
promises have influenced the insurance 
department, which is evidently trying 
to force the companies to make good. 

Manager Whitlock’s Letter 


Manager Whitlock of the Glens Falls 
has sent the following letter to his 
Misouri agents: 

We are having forwarded to you three 
rerating schedules: “Charges and Cred- 
its, Terms, Privileges, Etc.,” “Abstract of 
General Basis, Schedule, Etc.,” “Estimates 
of Relative Fire Hazards on Dwellings, 
Etc.” We have filed copies of these sched- 
ules with the insurance department of 
Missouri and the rates named are now 
effective. Any deviation from these rates 
will be in violation of law, and subject 
ey agent and company to severe pen- 
alty. 

The law reads: “By fines not less than 
$200, nor more than $500, or by imprison- 
ment in the city, or county, jail for a term 
of not less than thirty days, nor more 





than ninety days, or both such fine and 
imprisonment.” 

The law also provides that the “amount 
of premium expressed in any policy shall 
be the amount collected, in each and every 
case.” 

The payment of any rebate, division of 
commission, or other allowance, of any 
name or nature, will be in violation of 
law, and subject both agent and com- 
pany to the penalties provided by the law 
above quoted. 

You have our congratulations, as, un- 
der this law, you are protected against 
the demoralizing, dishonorable, rate-cut- 
ting, rebating, commission-dividing com- 
pany and agent. Under the protection of 
this law the insurance agent in Missouri 
will be in a position to conduct his busi- 
ness with a higher degree of dignity, 
pleasure and comfort than has ever been 
experienced in the history of the state. 
The law, we know, will receive the hearty 
and enthusiastic support of our agents. 





Nothing Definite in Merger 

President E. M. Davis of the St. 
Louis Fire was in Chicago this week 
and was asked concerning the reported 
plan to merge the St. Louis Fire and 
the Century of Des Moines with the 
Central Union Fire of Kansas City, 
now organizing. Mr. Davis said that 
certain interests in Kansas City were 
figuring on getting together a large 
company and had made approaches 
both to the St. Louis Fire people and 
the Central Union. Nothing definite 
has been done, however, and Mr. Davis 
says no announcement can be made. 
He is ready to join hands in a merger 
plan if it can be worked out so that he 
can devote more of his time to other 
activities but so far nothing has been 
done other than a suggestion having 
been made.

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MR. HAWXHURST’S ADDRESS 

Wuen ArtHur HAwxnurst, insurance 
manager for the big Chicago mercan- 
tile house of MArsHaLt. Fietp & Co., 
gives an address, he furnishes much food 
for thought. His recent utterances be- 
fore the Cuicaco Crepit MEN’s Assocta- 
TION, published in full in a recent issue 
of this paper, have received thoughtful 
consideration on part of underwriters. 

Mr. Hawxuurst looks at the fire in- 
surance situation from the standpoint of 
the insurance purchaser, who has an 
intimate knowledge of the operations, the 
ins and outs of the insurance business. 
In this he differs from most insurance 
critics. The majority, and the big ma- 
jority, too, talk from the premium payer's 
standpoint but they are biased because 
they do not know the insurance side. 
And many insurance men in their crit- 
icism of the public fail to grasp the side 
of the purchaser. Mr. HAwxuurst, 
therefore, is an impartial critic. He has 
much to say in favor of the insur- 
ance companies and agents. And yet he 
furnishes some constructive criticism. 

There is one point in Mr. HAwxHUuRST’s 
paner that interests agents particularly 
and that is his reference to the expense 
question with special consideration of the 
commission cost. He thinks that this 
item can be reduced for he does not be- 
lieve that the going rate of compensation 
is justified. At the same time he is not 
in favor of throwing the burden entirely 
on the agents unless the companies agree 
to eliminate the persons who are being 
compensated who are not seriously in 
the business. 

It would be an interesting set of 
statistics if for example in the single 
city of Chicago, we could find the com- 
missions paid agents, brokers and solic- 
itors who make insurance their business, 
who are regarded as being legitimately 
in it and entitled to commissions, and 
then on the other hand ascertain the 
amount paid to those who are mere 
leeches on the business, who are not in- 
surance men as we understand the term 
but because they are able to control 
some risks they are given a commission. 
The legitimate men in the business 
render a valuable service. Those who 
are side liners are mere commission 
grabbers. 

If the compensation given those who 
render but a small service or none at 
all, could be transferred to the service 
agents, solicitors and brokers, and the 
companies would see to it that pirates and 
commission grabbers were kept out, com- 
missions could be reduced as Mr. Hawx- 
HURST suggests. The companies, in 





agitating reduced commissions in the 
large cities, must in justice to all con- 
cerned, give a greater protection to the 
service producers if their compensation 
is to be decreased. Mr. Hawxnurst’s 
position in this respect is correct. The 
agents and other producers should not 
be called on alone to bear the brunt. 





YR. BLAKE’S QUESTIONS 

Ir SupeRTENDENT BLAKE of Missouri 
intends to act with perfect fairness in his 
supervision of fire rates in that state he 
has made an unfortunate start. His posi- 
tion is admittedly one which it will be 
very hard to fill. To deal equitably with 
the companies’ and with the people of 
Missouri he will need all the information 
he can get, not on one side of the ques- 
tion but on both. A few days ago Mr. 
BLakEsent the companies some questions. 
There were six of them and four of these 
called for experience on fireproof and 
sprinklered business in the west for three 
years and two called for experience in 
St. Louis and St. Joseph for the same 
period. 

Had Mr. BLAKE been actuated by hos- 
tility to the companies or by a desire to 
make a gallery play in his state he could 
not have done better than to propound 
these questions without others to bring 
out information of a counteracting char- 
acter. He has chosen two comparatively 
small general classes of risks which are 
admittedly profitable. He has omitted 
other much larger classes which have 
proved unprofitable. He has asked for 
experience in St. Louis and St. Joseph, 
where the companies have made money, 
but has not asked that in Kansas City, 
much larger and more important than 
St. Joseph, but unprofitable to the com- 
panies. It is not quite clear why he asked 
information about any of these, for it has 
been filed with his department each year 
for a long time. 

Mr. Braxe’s line of investigation looks 
decidedly ex parte. This is very un- 
fortunate, for his position is in its nature 
that of a judicial rather than a prosecut- 
ing officer. aybe he has been badly ad- 
vised. That is easily conceivable, for it 
has been reported that he has secured as 
an expert adviser, H. B. Seerey of Chi- 
cago, protege of Grorce H. Hott, adviser- 
general to all fire insurance company bait- 
ers in the middle west. 

Possibly Mr. BLake is only hearing the 
prosecution now and intends to hear the 
defense later on. We hope so, but we 
still regret that he has started in a way 
that looks so partisan and unfair.

Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


David S. Wagner of Chicago, one 
of the most prominent independent 
adjusters of the west, and well known 
throughout this section died of pneu- 
monia Friday morning of last week, 
after two or three days illness. His 
death came as a distinct shock as but 
few knew he was ill. Mr. Wagner was 
formerly secretary of the Fire Under- 
writers Association of the Northwest. 
For a long time he was in the field for 
the Imperial, going with that company 
in 1881. He entered the business in 
1866 by taking a position with the Chi- 
cago office of the Hartford. On Jan. 
1, 1875, he became special agent of 
the Union of Philadelphia under Gen- 
eral Agent S. H. Southwick.

DISCUSSES CASH VALUES 


PENN MUTUAL’S VIEWS GIVEN 


Shows How Attitude of Companies 
Has Changed With the 
Progress of Time 


The Penn Mutual is discussing some 
of the problems in the business in its 
agency bulletin and its comment is 
attracting attention. The company be- 
ing one of the progressive institutions 
of the day has become one of the big 
factors in life insurance. Its pro- 
nouncements naturally interest all life 
underwriters. In a recent bulletin it 
treats of cash surrender values and 
says: ° 

While it may not be doubted the gen- 
eral management of life insurance has 
greatly improved during the last five 
years in consequence of radical legisiation 
enacted in several states, it yet remains 
entirely true that no meritorious feature 
of management, whether directed to forms 
of contract, to methods of procedure or 
to recognition of the rights of an exist- 
ing membership or those retiring there- 
from, has proceeded from legislation. 
Nonforfeiture in some form which rec- 
ognized in some degree the equity of a-re- 
tiring member existed long before any 
legislation upon the subject. So, too, with 
incontestable features, with provisions 
concerning travel and occupation dnd in 
numerous other directions, inclusive of 
the economical extension of business— 
all these prevailed in some companies an- 
tecedent to legislative requirement. In- 
deed, legislation has pretty uniformly fol- 
lowed the voluntary action of quite a 
number of institutions which aim at a 
just, capable, efficient and thorough-going 
administration of the interests of present 
and prospective members. 

Wide Diversity in Practice 

In the matter of surrender-values there 
is a wide diversity in practice, though it 
is fair to say that no good company fails 
to pay larger sums than legislation re- 
quires. Competition among the good com- 
panies has brought about a liberality 
which, as said, exceeding the legal stand- 
ards, yet fixes a goal toward which many 
are aspiring. Some few companies pay at 
the end of the third year the entire re- 
serve; others insist upon a surrender 
charge which continues for varying peri- 
ods, ten to fifteen years; one or two pay 
cash values at the end of the second 
year, and one company of excellent repute 
recognizes a value at the end of the first 
year. The payment of cash-values at any 
time was long resisted by the manage- 
ments of many companies on grounds 
which seemed logical, wholly tenable and 
consistent with the purposes which life 
insurance aimed to serve. 


Chief Object Is Protection 


The chief object to be attained is, of 
course, protection for the widow and 
orphan. Incidentally, there are other 
laudable features, a provision for old age, 
for instance, to say nothing of the free- 
dom from anxiety, the increased ability 
for productive work that springs from the 
consciousness of being well insured. Any- 
thing, therefore, which had a tendency 
to defeat the primary purpose of the in- 
Surance by rendering it easy for the 
insured to abandon it without financial 
loss was viewed with hostile eyes by 
those engaged in promoting its extension. 
Theoretically they were right. They knew 
what was best for the insured, and for a 
long period persisted in retaining pro- 
visions in their policies which aimed, by 
way of extension, or paid-up insurance, 
to concede full equity to the retiring 
member in the very thing most important 
to him, viz.: the protection for which 
he had applied. 

Business Showed an Increase 

It was, however, observed, that the 
diffusion of life insurance was obstructed 
by the absence of provisions for casn- 
Surrender values; and the companies hav- 
ing no disposition to quarrel with so. 
weighty a fact reversed their position, 
adjusted themselves to conditions as they 
existed, allowing the public to have its 





own way, and with the demonstrable re- 
sult that the total volume of insurance 
protection was greatly increased. It 
seems quite probable that a larger num- 
ber of terminations have followed because 
of the facility with which withdrawals 
or be made; but no one may accurately 
estimate the increased business following 
the general adoption of this feature of the 
modern policy. 


Qld Theory Is Abandoned 


The theory upon which a fine or sur- 
render charge was attempted to be justi- 
fied is apparently no longer tenable, since 
more than one of the better class of com- 
panies has discarded it in paying full 
reserve value at the third year; because, 
also, experience has not demonstrated 
its practicability. The foundation stones 
of that theory were two in number: first, 
that healthy lives voluntarily retired from 
a company, leaving with it a preponder- 
ance of impaired lives to be followed by 
excessive mortality; second, that a good 
risk retiring should leave in the general 
funds the cost of his replacement. The 
first proposition has not been established 
by the experience of any stable, reputable 
company. Such discontinuances have been 
apparently so few, inflicting such meagre 
loss, if any, as to be wholly negligible. 
The second stone is adamantine. It is 
obvious that a member should not be per- 
mitted to withdraw unless he has paid 
his way, inclusive of all expense in- 
curred in his introduction to the family 


table. 
Different Methods Pursued 


Different companies pursue different 
methods of adjustment, each doubtless 
aiming at equity; but it does not appear 
that a surrender charge which persists 
through ten or fifteen years of the polic 
is wholly defensible. On the other hand, 
it is extremely doubtful whether a com- 
pany can in equity pay a surrender value 
at the end of the first policy year, even 
though it deduct a surrender charge. 
Bearing upon this point the deputy in- 
surance commissioner of Wisconsin, now 
commissioner, in the discussion of other 
matters had this to say: “Under the prac- 
tice of life companies, as the business is 
conducted, the reporting of this reserve 
on the net level premium plan for the first 
year and the next few years is the re- 
porting of a fictitious reserve consisting 
wholly or in large part of the surplus 
taken from the older policyholders. It is 
admitted by all insurance men * * * that 
this net level premium reserve cannot be 
put up out of the first year’s premium 
after providing for the current cost of in- 
surance, or the mortality charge, and 





PLANNING TO MUTUALIZE 
DAY IS ELECTED PRESIDENT 


Succeeds the Late Paul Morton as 
Head of the Equitable of 
New York 


At the meeting of the directors of 
the Equitable Life of New York last 
week, William A. Day, vice-president, 
was elected president to succeed the 
late Paul Morton. Mr. Day will re- 
ceive a salary of $50,000 a year, this 
being $30,000 less than was paid Mr. 
Morton. The directors went on record 
in favor of mutualizing the company 
and continued the present special com- 
mittee which has been taking up the 
problem and instructed it to cooperate 
with the New York department, the 
voting trustees and J. P. Morgan, 
owner of the majority of the stock. 

Hotchkiss Gives Views 

Superintendent Hotchkiss of New 
York made an address at the meeting 
of the directors, urging that the elec- 
tion of president be postponed until a 
definite mutualization plan had been 
completed. He said that Mr. Morgan 
desired the company to be mutualized 
and Mr. Hotchkiss felt that some plan 
should be effected as soon as possible. 


, He said that there has been a certain

gregates. Neither does any well-managed 
company use such net level premium re- 
serve in the first few years of the policy 
as a basis for loan or surrender values 
or paid-up or extended insurance or other 
benefits.” 

The commissioner is, perhaps, too se- 
vere and certainly mistaken if “few 
years” includes three years, for within 
that period the reserve of which he speaks 
is wholly made good from the premiums 
of the individual policyholder. It is vastly 
different at the end of the first year if 
mortality is in conformity to the Ameri- 
can experience table and expenses are 
such as are permissible under the New 
York law; and where this is the case a 
cash surrender cannot be given at the end 
of the first policy year without injury 
to the membership of a mutual company. 


To Pavor Teetotalers 


The National Insurance Company, to 
have headquarters in Dallas, and backed 
principally by Dallas capital, has been 
organized with $100,000.capital stock and 
$100,000 surplus, all of which has been 
subscribed, it was stated. This company 
will insure the total abstainer at lower 
premium than it will the man who takes 
even an occasional drink of intoxicating 
liquor. It proposes to do a general life 
business, and insure all classes, only the 
teetotaler will get the best rate. J. E. 
Cockrell was elected president of the com- 
pany; A. Ragland, vice-president; Judge 
George W. Riddle, treasurer, and Cullen 
F. Thoms, attorney; Henry Camp Harris, 
Greenville, secretary. Former Governor 
T. M. Campbell was placed upon the board 
of directors.

The three trustees who 
hold the Morgan stock sent a leiter 
to the directors’ meeting, urging that 
the election of a president be deferred 
until some plan of mutualization had 
been adopted.

Statement of the Directors 


The directors of the Equitable give 
out this statement: 


At their meeting the board of directors, 
after careful consideration, decided that 
it was against the interests of the policy- 
holders that the position of president 
should longer remain vacant. They ac- 
cordingly proceeded to an election, with 
the result that Vice-President William 

Day was unanimously elected to the 
office. The directors also voted to con- 
tinue the special committee on mutualiza- 
tion appointed pursuant to a resolution 
adopted at the January meeting, consist- 
ing of Messrs. Spratt, Wetherbee, Kernan, 
Mather and Joy Morton, and also unani- 
mously adopted the following resolution 
on the subject of mutualization: 


Mutualization Resolution 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
board that mutualization as suggested by 
Superintendent Hotchkiss in his letter of 
Jan, 8 to Mr. Morgan is desirable, viz., in 
a manner that will avoid protracted liti- 
gation or substantial reduction of the 
free surplus of the society, and that the 
committee on mutualization continue to 
cooperate with the superintendent of in- 
surance, the trustees and Mr.. Morgan to 
that end. 

This committee, in consultation with 
Superintendent Hotchkiss, have had 
several meetings with Mr. Morgan's trus- 
tees, at which various suggestions look- 
ing toward the complete mutualization of 
the society have been discussed. Notwith- 
standing the disposition of all concerned 
to favor mutualization, it has been found 
impracticable to carry the negotiations to 
a definite conclusion in view of Mr. Mor- 
gan’s absence in Europe, to say nothing 
of the grave and difficult questions in- 
volved. A majority of the present direc- 
tors are policyholders who were elected 
by the votes of policyholders, and the 
board and President Day, who joins his 
associates in favoring mutualization, may 
be counted upon to earnestly cooperate in 
an effort to bring about some plan of 
mutualization which will be fair and just 
to the policyholders and to all of the 
interests concerned. 

Judge Day’s Career 

Judge Day has been identified with the 
Equitable since the time Paul Morton 
came to it as chairman of the board of 
directors. Judge Day was a friend of 
many years standing of the late J. Sterl-

Superintend Hotchkiss Position 

The proceedings of the day apparently 
did not fall in with the views of Super- 
intendent Hotchkiss, and in answer to in- 
quiries as to the position of the insurance 
department relative to Equitable Life 
matters, he said: 

This department is charged with the 
duty of bringing about the mutualization 
of this society. It was so charged by 
Governor Hughes and is, it is believed, 
supported therein by popular opinion, It 
is particularly important that this ques- 
tion be settled now. Believing that ne- 
gotiaticns to that end, which have been 
in progress for some time, had been tem- 
porarily broken off, and that the present 
legislature might adjourn before needed 
legislation could be obtained, I felt it my 
duty to appear before the board today and 
present to it a review of the steps which 
have been taken in the past fifteen monhs 
looking to the desirable result towards 
the accomplishment of which this depart- 
ment is most emphatically committed. 
This was done. 

At such time I took no position as to 
the filling of any existing vacancy, either 
in the officers or in the board, other than 
in such review to state what I understood 
to have been and to be the attitude prior 
to a very recent period of both the voting 
trustees and the committee which has 
represented the society. This department 
will continue its efforts to accomplish the 
speedy retirement of this company’s 
stock.

STOCK INCREASE SUIT WON 





Some of the Comment on the Deci- 
sion of the Ohio Supreme Court 
Recently Given 





The decision of the Ohio supreme 
court, upholding that of the circuit 
court at Cincinnati, in favor of the 
stockholders of the Union Central Life, 
was not unexpected. The lower court 
granted the stockholders more than 
they asked and virtually placed the 
general surplus of the company in their 
possession as well as the surplus de- 
rived from the non-participating busi- 
ness. The entry of the case for the 
supreme court, however, was changed 
to cover only the points at issue, with 
reference to the non-participating sur- 
plus. The various insurance depart- 
ments which have been opposing the 
stockholders evidently recognized that 
their case from a legal standpoint was 
weak, as in their last expression on 
the subject their contention was made 
on purely moral grounds, 

Not Much of a Contest Made 

In the presentation before the Ohio 
supreme court very little of a contest 
was made, the only argument of any 
length being presented by Attorney 
Vorys, who confined himself to one or 
two aspects of the case. The real 
fight was made in the lower court, in 
which the company gained a sweeping 
decision. 

The surplus on nonparticipating busi- 
ness has gone up rapidly since 1907. 
The suit was brought on the conten- 
tion that some $779,000 had not been 
accumulated in the stock department. 
This was the amount determined upon 
‘as the result of the special investigation 
and segregation of participating and 
nonparticipating accounts. On Jan. 1, 
of this year, the company’s statement 





shows as surplus derived from non- 





participating business $911,057.28, ex- 
clusive of the $400,000 transferred from 
surplus to capital stock. The company 
is not now writing nonparticipating 
business, but has on its books about 
$50,000,000. 
Sensational Statement Made 

Certain more or less_ sensational 
statements in the Cincinnati daily 
press to the effect that the company 
would proceed to increase its capital 
or declare the remainder of the sur- 
plus as a dividend on the half million 
dollars of stock are believed to be in- 
correct. The officers of the company 
feel that the decision is a vindication 
of their position, but there has been 
no indication as yet that it is their in- 
tention or the intention of the stock- 
holders to take more than the $400,000, 
which still remains as a protection to 
the policyholders, although it has been 
transferred from surplus to capital, 
and on which, under the by-laws, an 
— dividend of 10 percent may be 
aid. 
. Position Is a Strong One 

The position legally of the stockhold- 
ers is recognized to be a very strong 
one and their vested interest probably 
includes not only all the funds which 
may be assigned on nonparticipating 
business, but also a dividend on what- 
ever capital stock the company may 
have, of 10 percent per year. Under 
the present capital stock this charge 
on account of dividends would amount 
to $50,000 per year. The profits on 
nonparticipating business may, even 
though no further “nonpar” policies 
should be written, amount to several 
hundred thousand dollars per year for 
quite a number of years to come. 

Limitation Bill Is Sleeping 

The bill introduced in the Ohio leg- 
islature limiting the capital stock of 
any life company to half a million dol- 
lars has not been recently heard from. 
It is understood that it was framed by 
ex-Superintendent Vorys and was 
championed by Superintendent C. C.

LOOK UP OUR RECORD. 
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Lemert, who will shortly become the 
president of a life company doing pure- 
ly a nonparticipating business and 
which already has a capital stock of a 
considerable amount and is steadily 
increasing it. The Cincinnati Life, 
which has been in process of organ- 
ization for some time past, and which 
has a proposed capital of one million 
dollars, it is understood has already 
sold considerably more than half a 
million of its stock. Its promoters 
have purchased the controlling interest 
in two companies, the Hartford Life 
and the Missouri State Life, and 
whether the Cincinnati Life organiza- 
tion will be completed or its stock 
subscriptions transferred direct to the 
companies already established remains 
to be seen. 

Is Up to the Controlling Interest 

Practically the officers and _ stock- 
holders of the Union Central appear to 
have in their own hands the question 
of how far they shall go both in de- 
claring dividends from nonparticipating 
profits and in increasing the capital 
stock on which dividends out of surplus 
accumulated on participating business 
may be paid. How far the position 
maintained by the Pattison administra- 
tion as to the limitations of profits to 
be paid to the stockholders will be 
recognized by the stockholders and 
present management, or whether there 
will be any legislation covering the 
question, can hardly be stated at this 
time. 

While it is reasonable to suppose that 
the nonparticipating department will 
show large profits for a considerable 
time to come, this is of course not an 
absolute certainty, and should a loss 
be sustained it is to be presumed that 
it would fall upon the capital stock 
and not upon the participating policy- 





holders. The statement in the daily 
press that the company will likely de- 
clare the entire accumulations of the 
stock department as profits does not 
seem warranted as good life insurance 
management would require the main- 
tenance of a considerable surplus to 
protect the nonparticipating business 
further than would the bare capital 
stock, which might, through a heavy 
mortality, poor investments or other 
contingencies become impaired. The 
separation of accounts has now been 
accomplished and the management 
feels that a system for the distribu- 
tion of expense and a continuance of 
the two departments separately is en- 
tirely feasible. The company has a 
strong actuarial department which 
has solved many intricate problems 
connected with the segregation of ac- 
counts. The officers feel that the su- 
pervision of the insurance departments 
may properly be directed to an inspec- 
tion and criticism of these methods. 
Proposed Home Office Building 

For many years statements have been 
periodically made that the Union Cen- 
tral contemplated the erection of a 
modern home office building on the 
site which it owns at the: corner of 
Fourth and Race streets in Cincinnati. 
It also owns the property at the corner 
of Fourth street and Central avenue, 
where most of its home office is 
housed, the remainder being in the old 
building at Fourth and Race. Presi- 
dent Clark recently submitted a propo- 
sition to the Business Men’s Club, 
which lost its permanent home through 
the destruction of the Chamber of 
Commerce building by fire, to give it a 
certain number of floors in the new 
home office building to be erected at 
Fourth and Race. 

Another project that is being consid- 


ered is to dispose of this property and 
to erect a building on the Chamber of 
Commerce site at the corner of Fourth 
and Vine streets, paying the Chamber 
of Commerce a certain amount annual- 
ly and furnishing it with quarters in 
addition. In case this plan should ma- 
ture the Business Men’s Club would 
probably also come into the building. 
It is now understood to be the purpose 
of the company to proceed to the erec- 
tion of a modern home office building 
which shall be its permanent home, in 
the very near future. This it was un- 
derstood was contingent upon the com- 
pany winning its suit in the Ohio 
supreme court. The management con- 
siders that its two important cases, 
those of the Hamilton county back 
taxes and of the stock increase, are now 
out of the way and it feels that it is 
properly in position to take up the 
question of a home office building. 





North American’s Good Work 

The North American Life of New 
Jersey will have written about $4,000,000 
of new business by May 1.

Peoples Life Resumes Business 

The Peoples Life of Little Rock, Ark., 
is again doing business, but has been 
unable to resume work on the erection of 
its proposed six-story office building. 
Work was commenced on the structure 
last fall, and the steel frame for the six 
stories erected, when financial difficulies 
intervened, and work was stopped. The 
Thomas-Fordyce Machinery & Foundry 
Company has secured a $12,000 judgment 
against the company for the steel in the 
building, and the company has thus far 
spent probably $25,000 on it. 





Des Moines life insurance companies 
report good increases in business for the 
first three months of the year. The 
Equitable of Iowa and the Central Life 
each report increases of 20 reent com- 
pared with last year.

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POWELL AT CLEVELAND 


ASKS AID TO EXTEND WORK 





President Powell of National Associa- 
tion Makes First Stop on East- 
ern Trip 





Cleveland, April 24.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Members of the Cleve- 
land association gathered at Tellings 
for their annual meeting Friday even- 
ing, had a treat in the address that 
was delivered by Henry J. Powell, 
president of the National Association 
of Life Underwriters, who touched 
upon many points that are vital to the 
success of the man in the field. Cleve- 
land was the first stop in Mr. Pow- 
ell’s swing around the eastern circuit. 

Mr. Powell opened his address by 
saying that, although from Kentucky, 
he wanted to talk on association and 
harmony. He congratulated the asso- 
ciation on the excellent legislative 
work it has been doing and com- 
mented interestingly on the bills that 
are now pending before the legislature. 

Aid In Extension Work 

In his request for aid in extension 
work, Mr. Powell asked especially that 
the members interest themselves in 
Columbus and Dayton, where there are 
no organizations at present. He said 
that he would be glad to see the work 
taken up at both places and believed 
that associations could be organized 
if the agents were shown the benefits 
of such active bodies as some other 
cities have. The people are beginning 
to realize the character of the men who 
are allied with association work, he 
said, and it will not be long until they 
will seek out members when they want 
insurance, because they know such men 
stand for the best there is in the busi- 
ness. 

Keep Own House In Order 

Discussing the ethics of the business 
Mr. Powell said that the surest way to 
escape unprofessional. acts is for each 
agent to keep his own house in order. 
He will have enough to do in keeping 
his own business right without spend- 
ing his time in reforming others. 

Agents were advised to talk their 
own companies. All of them have 
plenty of good points, without taking 
the trouble to fill the mind of the client 
with bad ideas about others. The trou- 
ble with too many agents is that they 
learn little about their own companies 
and all about others, while the reverse 
should be true. In fact, an agent can 
be a big success by knowing all about 
his own company and little or nothing 
of his competitors. Such work will 
nearly always result in a reaction to 
the detriment of the one who does such 
things. 

Advice On Northwestern Suits 


In connection with this the speaker 
mentioned an incident growing out of 
the suits brought against the North- 
western Mutual Life in this city re- 
cently. A prominent divine became 
very much alarmed over the reports 
that were being circulated as a result 
of the suits and wrote to him for ad- 
vice. Mr. Powell immediately replied 
with the statement that there was ab- 
solutely no cause for worry, as he had 
a contract with one of the strongest 
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companies in the country and that it 
would not be affected by any number 
of suits of that kind. He deprecated 
the practice of some agents who take 
advantage of such things as this and 
said that all agents should stand by 
each other and support the companies 
when attacked in a manner to throw a 
cloud over them, as happened in this 
case. 
Conservation of Time 

Some very apt illustrations in regard 
to the conservation of time were given 
in connection with field work. Some 
agents are given to waiting in hotels or 
other places when they have a little 
leisure before keeping an appointment. 
They argue with themselves that it is 
useless to make another call, as they 
may spend too much_time and miss 
their appointments. Mr. Powell took 
an alarm watch from his pocket and 
said: “Get a watch like this, set it 
five minutes before the time for your 
appointment or your train time and 
then make your call with the assurance 
that you will be warned of the minute 
to take leave.” There need be no fear 
of leaving a bad impression by an ab- 
rupt departure, he said, for people will 
respect the man who has all his time 
taken and will trust him as a man who 
knows his business and takes care of it. 

Give Client Best Contract 

Agents were warned not to allow 
thoughts of the commissions they are 
to receive intrude when talking to a 
client. It is their duty to give him the 
very best contract they have for his 
individual case and the best service 
there is in them. If they do this they 
will have no time to think of commis- 
sions, but there is no surer way of 
building up a big commission account. 


“Lose yourself in the other man,” said 
Mr. Powell. 
Thoroughness of preparation for 


each individual case was discussed at 
length and illustrations given of the 
results of such work. The speaker also 


advised that agents be explicit in their | 


description of contracts, as the average 
man does not understand technical 
terms which, if used, may leave him 
as much in the dark as before the agent 
called upon him. “Believe in your 
company and in yourself,” said Mr. 
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Powell. “If you think you are a fail- 
ure, you will be.” 

The reputation of a company in any 
community is generally gauged by the 
man or men who represent it. They are 
the company, so far as that community 
is concerned. It is, therefore, neces- 
sary to exercise care in the selection of 
agents and agents themselves should 
constantly strive to elevate the calling. 

Election of Officers 

The election of officers preceding the 
address resulted as follows: President, 
Herman Moss, general agent Equitable 
of New York; first vice-president, E. 
B. Hamlin, Olmsted Bros. & Co., man- 
agers National of Vermont; second 
vice-president, E. W. Snyder, general 
agent Massachusetts Mutual; secre- 
tary, T. M. Norris, Union Central Life; 
treasurer, O. N. Olmsted, of Olmsted 
Bros. & Co.; excutive committee, Harry 
F. McNutt, general agent New England 
Mutual, chairman; Whitney, 
general agent Phoenix Mutual; Dr. E. 
J. Stone, manager Northwestern Mu- 
tual; J. . Mackintosh, Prudential, 
and A. D. Hatfield, State Mutual. 

Resolutions in memory of R. D. 
Bokum, who spent twelve years in the 
life insurance business in this city and 
was president of the association in 
1894-5, were adopted and a copy will 
be forwarded to the family. 

Mr. Powell was chosen an honorary 
member of the organization, being the 
second on the list. 

The association now has a member- 
ship of 105, a gain of twenty-five having 
been made during the year. Reports 
of the officers showed the organization 
to be in good shape.

Sharp Trick Exposed 

_ Postal authorities, the local associa- 
tion of life underwriters and life in- 
surance interests in general at Madi- 
son, Wis., are considerably exercised 
over the methods employed there re- 
cently by one agency in securing a 
census of business men and the insur- 
ance they carried. The scheme was 
clever but many of those who contrib- 
uted information feel that they were 
taken in” and it is having somewhat 
of a boomerang effect. 

Post cards with an attached stamped 
reply card were sent broadcast. They 
Purported to be from a _ university 
student who was preparing a treatise 
on life insurance and he asked each 
addressed to fill out a schedule of the 
life insurance he carried. It was stipu- 
lated that no signature was necessary 
and many who would have otherwise 
ignored the request replied. Under the 
Postage stamp had been placed a num- 

er and a record of these had been 
kept. The stamps were removed from 
the replies and the agency secured an 
invaluable card index of prospects. 
Considerable newspaper publicity has 
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been given to the affair. The life un- 
derwriters at their monthly meeting 
condemned the scheme as underhanded 
and expressed itself as feeling that it 
would discredit life agents in the eyes 
of many. The post office authorities 
are investigating to see if the ils 
have been used for misrepresentation. 





GEORGE PICK GENERAL AGENT 





Succeeds the Late R. D. Bokum As 
Head of the Mutual Benefit 
in Chicago 





George Pick, associate general agent 
of the Mutual Benefit Life in Chicago, 
who has been manager of the general 
agency in the First National Bank 
building in that city since 1907,has been 
appointed general agent for the metro- 
politan district of Chicago, succeeding 
the late R. D. Bokum. The Bokum and 
Pick offices will be consolidated. Vice-

Formerly 
fraternals were allowed to set up suicide 
as a defense, but the amendment extends 
the law to cover “suits on policies 
of life insurance issued by any regular 
or assessment or fraternal beneficiary 
company or corporation” doing business 
in the state.

BLOW AT JOINT, CONTROL 
STRICTURES MADE BY COURT 





California Decision Calls Practice a 
Fraud on the Court—Companies 
Must Safeguard Interests 





Once more an attack has been made, 
and this time successfully, upon the 
chief reliance of surety companies in 
bonding fiduciaries—joint control. The 
supreme court of California in the mat- 
ter of estate and guardianship of Ben- 
nett Wood, a minor, has handed down 
a decision and denied a rehearing upon 
it which has caused the legal depart- 
ments of all the companies doing busi- 
ness in California to wonder if the 
entire system which has made the as- 
sumption of risks on behalf of fidu- 
ciaries hitherto profitable may not have 
to undergo radical changes, In sub- 
stance, the court, in an opinion by 
Justices Shaw and Sloss, has held that 
when a fiduciary abdicates full control 
of the funds of an estate by subjecting 
them to the joint control of his surety 
he (and in the legal course his surety) 
becomes guarantor of such funds and 
is liable for repayment if placed in a 
bank which subsequently fails. 


Investment of Estates 


From the opinion in the case in ques- 
tion it would seem that blame is at- 
tached to the fiduciary by the court 
for having deposited the funds for a 
term of years at interest in a savings 
bank instead of investing them in some 
manner offering better security, such 
deposits being considered, as a rule of 
law, as loans on personal security only, 
whereas the statutes require secured 
investments. Further censure is ex- 
tended on account of his failure to 
make personal investigation into the 
standing of the defunct California Safe 
Deposit & Trust Company, in which 
the funds were placed, that having been 
left by him to his attorney and the 
surety company. To offset these crit- 
icisms the court expressly relieves the 
guardian of any imputation of bad 
faith and bases its opinion entirely 
upon the joint control feature. 


Follows Old Znglish Case 


_The counsel for the ward relied in 
his argument upon the old English case 
of 1835 of White vs. Baugh, and the 
court followed the same decision, in 
spite of the efforts of the guardian’s 
counsel to emphasize the point that in 
the cited case the. trustee surrendered 
his control to other than the surety 


and for a purpose essentially detri-- 


mental to the estate, and in spite of the 
comparative antiquity of the decision 
and the vast changes in business 
methods which have taken place within 
seventy-five years. 

The petition for rehearing dwelt 
largely upon the necessity of viewing 
Present events in the light of present 
business practices and the answer to 
the petition is of the greatest interest 
as indicating the esteem in which not 
a few of the legal brethren are dis- 
Posed to hold a modern safeguard the 
wisdom of which has never been ques- 
tioned by a business man however 
much he may object to the small in- 
conveniences it sometimes entails. Com- 
menting on the decision a surety man 
Says: 

“Joint contrel in actual practice pro- 
motes the appointment of irresponsible 
and inefficient persons to positions of 
trust,” so runs the argument, upon the 
theory that “he can always buy a bond 
from a surety company” regardless of his 
qualifications for such suretyship. 

Encourages Deposit in Banks 


It is further advanced that “joint con- 
trol in actual practice hampers and dis- 
Ccourages all investment of trust funds by 
trustees other than deposits in savings 

anks designated by the surety company,” 
which is in a measure the case, although 


it does not appear that when the sanc- 
tion of the court has been obtained to 
such disposition of the funds it has been 
more harmful to the trust than other 
forms of investment. 

The point that “joint control and choice 
of depository by surety company places 
temptation in the way of officers of 
surety companies to obtain favors from 
weak banks in return for the bestowal or 
continuance of deposits” is either pure 
guesswork or is drawn from the acts of 
individuals whose shortsightedness is in- 
jurious to both theniselves and their com- 
panies. Surety companies have always 
considered themselves to be liable for the 
failure of a depository which they have 
selected and are in consequence most par- 
ticular not to select, or if selection is un- 
avoidable, to choose the strongest depos- 
itory available. 


Calls Practice Fraud on Court 


The most serious view voiced in the 
matter is that “joint control is a fraud up- 
on the court because it is in effect a 
pledge of the fund to obtain the bond and 
is not an effective and responsible guar- 
anty of honesty of the trustee.” This 
contention rests upon the theory that if 
the surety has joint control “the honesty 
of the trustee becomes a matter of indif- 
ference to it and there is in reality only 
one responsible person standing behind 
the fund instead of two or three, as the 
law contemplates.” 

In concluding, the argument sets forth 
that “joint control when consummated by 
the trustee and surety and without the 
knowledge or consent of the court is in 
direct contravention of the spirit of the 
law which contemplates that the control 
of the trust fund shall be absolutely in 
the court’s appointee, unhampered by the 
veto or order of any other person or tri- 
bunal than the court itself,” urging in 
support of this that in event of disagree- 
ment as to the safety of depository the 
trustee is not in position to exercise his 
own discretion. 


Attorneys Will Use Decision 


It is not unlikely that attorneys gener- 
ally will endeavor to take advantage as 
far as possible of a supreme court de- 
cision so much in line with their gener- 
ally indicated wishes. The strongest ob- 
jectors to joint control have always been 
attorneys and in those centers where prac- 
tice has made the exercise of joint 
control the exception rather than the rule, 
the hand of the legal adviser is largely 
in evidence. 

The value of this feature of surety pro- 
tection is so great, however, that it is 
not likely to be lightly surrendered, even 
in California. It is up to the companies 
to produce a remedy for the condition 
brought about by the Bennett Wood. de- 
cision, and apparently the most effective 
course will be to require hereafter that 
not only the joint control itself, but the 
depository be given the sanction of the 
court. Steps have already been taken 
toward that end by some companies,-and 
while probate courts have in the past fre- 
quently gone back of their own orders 
and sanctions, at the same time a com- 
pany confronted with a loss upon the 
bond of a trustee who has acted in good 
faith will have a stronger case to put up 
to an appeal court and may hope to upset 
a decision which however wise in the 
light of ancient cases would undoubtedly 
demoralize the fiduciary branch of the 
surety business unless some _ effective 
means is devised to circumvent it.

PURELY OPTIONAL MEASURE 


Is Expected to Become the Law of the 
State Without Further Amend- 
ment 


Madison, Wis., April 22—(Special 
Correspondence)—Unlike any other 
workmen’s compensation bill so far 
placed before any American legislative 
body, the Wisconsin law, passed yes- 
terday by the assembly and awaiting 
only concurrence by the senate in an 
amendment before going to the gov- 
ernor, it is entirely optional. The 
amendment provides that if the clause 
exempting employers of less than four 
persons from the law is held uncon- 
stitutional by the supreme court, it 
shall not affect the validity of the other 
provisions of the act. It is believed the 
senate will concur. 


The employer in any occupation who 
desires to stand on his common law 
rights and, in case of an accident to an 
employe, defend a suit for damages, may 
do so. The employer who desires to pay 
the rates of compensation scheduled in 
the law has but to announce this deci- 
sion in the form of a notice of election 
to the industrial accident board. By fil- 
ing this notice of election he practically 
safeguards himself against being sued 
for damages for personal injury. 

Elective as to Workmen 

In order to make the law comply 
with the constitutional provisions, the 
committee drafted the act so that the 
servants of an employer who elect to 
come under the act also elect to accept 
the scheduled compensation in case of 
injury. They do not do so by means of 
a written notice but their inclusion in 
the scheme comes about automatically 
But the employe may serve notice on his 
employer that he does not desire to ac- 
cept the scheduled compensation. When 
this is done, of course, the employe 
stands upon his common law rights in 
case of injury and may bring suit just 
as heretofore: When an employer elects 
to pay the compensation set forth in the 
act, his employes are given thirty days 
in which to file their notices of refusal 
to accept the rated .compensation. If 
they do not file this notice within that 
period their acceptance is automatic; in 
case of injury they are required to ac- 
ons the amount of compensation sched- 
uled, 

So far as the compensation features 
of the act are concerned, they are abso- 
lutely optional. In one important partic- 
ular the law affects all employments gen- 
erally. This feature is the absolute ab- 
rogation of the assumption of risk de- 
fense and the fellow servant’s negligence 
defense. The abrogation of the fellow 
servant defense, however, applies only 
to employers of four or more persons. In 
abrogating these common law defenses, 
which have been abrogated in several 
other states, the law reads: 

“In any action to recover damages 
for a personal injury sustained by an 
employe while engaged in the line of his 
duty as such, or for death resulting from 
personal injury so sustained, in which 
recovery is sought upon the ground of 
want of ordinary care of the employer, 
or of any officer, agent or servant of the 
employer, it shall not be a defense: 1, 
That the employe either expressly or im- 
pliedly assumed the risk of the hazard 
complained of; 2, when such employer 
has at the time of the accident in com- 
mon employment four or more employes, 
that the injury or death was caused in 
whole or in part by the want of ordi- 
nary care of a fellow servant.” 

Compulsion for Public Bodies 

There is an important exception to the 
general application of this abrogation of 
defenses. In order to give the employer 
the benefit of the old common law de- 
fenses in cases where an employe refuses 
to accept the compensation after his em- 
ployer’s election, the law sets forth that 
the abrogation clause shall not apply to 
employers who elect to pay the sched- 
uled compensation. 

Under the Wisconsin act, when an em- 
ploye is injured, his employer, if he has 
filed his election, becomes liable for com- 
pensation “in lieu of any other liability 
whatsoever,” provided the accident caus- 
ing the injury is not caused by “willful 
misconduct.” 

While the act is optional in dealing 
with employers of labor, it is compul- 
sory as regards the state, counties, cities, 
villages and school districts. All these 
governmental divisions come under the 
act with its passage, and all employes 
of the state, cities, etc, are to be paid 
compensation at the given rates. 

Bates of Compensation 

Rates of compensation for injury or 
death as given in the Wisconsin act are 
as follows: 

Surgical and medical treatment, medi- 
cines, crutches and other apparatus re- 





quired but not for exceeding ninety days, 

the same to be furnished by the em- 

ployer. In addition to this expense, the 

aed must pay the money compensa- 
on. 

When an accident causes disability the 
employer must pay to the injured person 
65 percent of his weekly earnings. This 
payment is to begin after the eighth day 
of disability, but if the disability ex- 
tends into the twenty-ninth day, the first 
week’s indemnity also must be paid. This 
provision is included, obviously, to pre- 
vent malingering. It is the theory that 
an employe would not attempt simula- 
tion of disability for a full four weeks 
in order to secure the first week’s in- 
demnity. 

In cases where the injured employe is 
not only incapable of work but is so help- 
less as to require the assistance of a 
nurse, the weekly indemnity is to be in- 
creased to 100 percent, but this rate 
, 4 to be paid for not more than ninety 
ays. 

Workmen who are partially incapacitated 
but who are able to continue work at re- 
duced wages are to be compensated at 
a rate of 65 percent of their weekly 
loss in earnings “during the riod of 
such disability.” There is a limit on this 
period, however, of fifteen years. An il- 
lustration of the working of this section 
may be illuminating: John Smith earns 
$10 a week. He is slightly injured in 
the right hand, but while the injury is 
healing he is able to do lighter work, 
for which he is paid $5 a week. In ad- 
dition to his wage of $5 his employer 
must pay him 65 percent of his loss in 

This would be 65 percent of $5, 

.25. So long as he is kept at the 

lighter work, Smith gets a weekly amount 
of $8.25. 


Death Benefits 


The Wisconsin act deals generously 
with death cases. If an employe is killed 
instantly in an accident, his dependents 
are to receive an amount equal to four 
times his annual wages but not less than 
$1,500. When an employe is fatally in- 
jured but does not die until some time 
after the accident, the death benefit is 
to be four times his annual wages minus 
the amount of compensation paid prior 
to his death. The death benefit, of course, 
is not so large in cases where partial 
dependents survive the victim. In deal- 
ing with these latter cases the law says: 

“In case the deceased employed leaves 
one or more persons partially dependent 
upon him for support, the death bene- 
fit shall be such percentage of four times 
the average annual wages as the aver- 
age annual amount devoted by the de- 
ceased to the support of the person or 
persons so partially dependent bears to 
such average annual wage.” 

Example: John Smith is killed. His 
only depedent is an aged mother to whom 
he has been devoting 10 percent of his 
wages for support. Under the act the 
mother’s compensation would amount to 
10 percent of four years’ wages. 

In cases where an employe is disabled 
but dies from a cause not due to the orig- 
inal accident, his dependents are provid- 
ed for on @ scale approved by the manu- 
facturing representatives who worked 
with the committee. If the deceased em- 
ploye leaves no dependents whatever, the 
reasonable expenses of burial, not exceed- 
ing $100, are allowed. 

The Wisconsin law contains, as does 
the German act, complete basis for esti- 
mating the average yearly or weekly 
earnings, these provisions being designed 
to do away with contests. 

An injured employe, under the act, is 
required to notify his employer of the 
injury within thirty days and he must 
submit from time to time to examination 
by a physician. 

State Board Created 

For the administration of the act, the 
“industrial accident board” is created. 
One of the three members is to be the 
commissioner of labor and industrial sta- 
tistics, ex-officio. The terms of the other 
two members are to be four years. Their 
salaries are to be $5,000. Every dispute 
or controversy under the act is to ve 
submitted to this board, which is re- 
quired to hold hearings and make inves- 
tigations in much the same manner as 
does the railroad commission. The award 
of the board may be presented to the 
circuit court by either party to the dis- 
pute, “whereupon said court shall, with- 
out notice, render a judgment in accord- 
ance therewith. Within twenty days 
from the date of the award either party 
may commence an action in the Dane 
county circuit court for a review of the 
award.” The board must answer within 
twenty days. Upon the court hearing, 
the judge may confirm or set aside the 
award; “but the same shall be set aside 
only upon the following grounds; that 
the board acted without or in excess of 
its powers; that the award was procured 
by fraud; that the findings of fact by the 
board do not support the award.” 

One of the important provisions of the 
act prohibits attorneys’ fees. Unless 
authorized by the board, no lawyer is 
permitted to enter into an agreement for 
a contingent fee of more than 10 percent 
of the amount claimed or collected. 

The act, while permitting in some cases 
the payment of death compensation in a 
lump sum, provides for the payment of 
death indemnity in installments, this be- 
ing done to prevent unwise expenditure 
of a sum falling into the hands of a 
widow or child who has been unused to 





the handling of such sums. Provision is 
made for employers who wish to relieve 
themselves of the necessity of making 
periodical payments, by permitting them 
to arrange for annuities with a trust 
company or insurance company. 


WILL BE A TARIFF COMPANY 


Southern Surety Expects to Join Cas- 
ualty Company Organizations and 
Adhere to Rates 


R. T. Romine, manager of the cas- 
ualty department of the Southern 
Surety of Muskogee, Okla., and St. 
Louis, was in Chicago last week inter- 
viewing some casualty men. It is the 
plan of the company to make applica- 
tion for admission to Illinois in the 
near future. Before doing this, how- 
ever, it will probably clean up all de- 
tails of its absorption of the Midcon- 
tinent Casualty and pay in enough more 
money to raise the cash capital to 
$700,000. 

The Southern Surety is a member of 
the Surety Association of America and 
Mr. Romine states that it is its inten- 
tion to join the organizations in the 
various casualty lines and operate as a 
tariff company. On this account it is 
not looking for an exceedingly rapid 
growth as a casualty company but 
rather for the substantial upbuilding 
of a profitable business. 

Mr. Romine is now looking over the 
field for underwriters to handle the 
various departments at the home office. 
He will give most of his attention to the 
agency department, as he believes that 
the building of the right kind of an 
agency plant will do more to insure 
the success of the company than any 
other one factor. 


Extending Its Territory 

The -Atlantic Horse Insurance Com- 
pany of Providence, R. I., has recently 
been admitted to Colorado and Missis- 
sippi. Houston & Tucker of Denver 
get the Colorado state agency and J. 
H. Fraiser of Jackson, Miss., is state 
agent for his commonwealth. The 
company is operating now in Rhode 
Island, Connectictt, Maryland, Dela 
ware, Mississippi, Georgia, Colorado, 
Illinois, and Pennsylvania. 


Take Service Company Agency 


Starkweather & Shepley of Chicago 
have taken the Cook county general 
agency of the Automobile Owners As- 
sociation of New York. This is one of 
the service companies which furnishes 
bail bonds and legal service to its mem- 
bers. 

For a fee of $15 a year the association 
furnishes its members with power of at- 
torney granted by the National Surety 
to sign a bail bond for $1,000 in any 
state in the union, except West Vir- 
gina and Nevada, in case that the mem- 
bers, their families or chauffeurs are ar- 
rested for violation of the automobile 
law, and it also furnishes its membérs 
with the services of its attorneys who 
will defend or prosecute all cases arising 
through use, maintenance or operation 
of the owners’ machines. This service 
includes: 


Defense of cases of violation of the 
automobile law. 

Defense of prosecution of all actions 
claimed by reason of negligence, accident 
or any other cause, including collision 
damage done or sustained. 

Furnish legal advice concerning rights 
and liability as automobilists in any state 
or county and furnish competent counsel 
in all cases and special counsel in serious 
cases. 

Actions between members are excepted. 


Compete for Firemen’s Insurance 

Under the law of Kansas, the 2 per- 
cent: premium tax paid by fire com- 
panies goes to the firemen’s relief as- 
sociations and in many places it is used 
to pay for accident insurance of the 
members. Each association places the 
insurance for all its members, the poli- 
cies being written by regular accident 
companies. There is often keen com- 
petition, but for several years the Fi- 
delity & Casualty has had a large part 
of the business. It recently renewed 
the insurance on the Wichita firemen, 
issuing two policies on the chief and 
assistant chief for $5,000 principal sum 
and $25 weekly indemnity. There were

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thirty-five policies on the men, cover- 
ing $3,000 principal sum and $15 week- 
ly indemnity. The rate on the chief 
and assistant chief was $12 a year per 
$1,000 and on the men $18 per $1,000. 
The agents of the Travelers claimed 
they offered to duplicate any policy at 
$15 per $1,000. ‘ 





ADDRESS BY HENRY B. BALE 


Standard’s Adjuster Discusses Work- 
men’s Compensation and Liability 
Insurance at Club Meeting 








At the regular meeting of the Fire 
Insurance Club of Chicago on Tues- 
day evening, Henry B. Bale, chief ad- 
juster of the Standard Accident 
in Chicago, spoke _on_ workmen’s 
compensation and _ liability - adjust- 
ments. In a previous address before 
the club, in October, 1906, Mr. Bale 
had prophesied the probable enact- 
ment of compensation laws in_ this 
country. In this address he reviewed 
what had been done and what appears 
in prospect. 

While the speaker does not favor 
state insurance and regards it as im- 
practicable in this country, he thinks 
it extraordinary that the United States 
should so lag behind other civilized 
nations in the protection of working 
men. The agitation for workmen’s 
compensation is having an influence 
on liability adjustments. 

The employers liability commission 
of New York has ascribed as the six 
chief causes of industrial accidents the 
immense risk of modern industrial op- 
erations, human fallibility, inattention 
of foremen and managers, lack of pro- 
tective devices, carelessness of work- 
men and enormous speed at which ma- 
chine labor is carried on. The first 
attention of the American public should 
be turned to the prevention of acci- 
dents. There is a greatly increased 
interest in safety devices and too much 
cannot be said in advocacy of them. 
On this subject he said in part: 

Frequent instances have come to my 
attention where the employes are abso- 
lutely indifferent to safety devices which 
have already been installed, and often 
they have removed them in order to do 
their work more quickly, apparently ut- 
terly oblivious to the grave dangers 
which confront them. This indifference is 
true also of the employer. 

Until recently, to draw the attention 
of the average employer to a dangerous 
condition met with an indifferent answer 
or an absolute refusal to change condi- 
tions, or the time-worn argument that it 
was not practicable to install a particular 
safety device, and lastly when all other 
answers were of no avail, the threat to 
cancel the liability policy would fre- 
quently be made. An employer who fs so 
far behind the times as to ignore the rea- 
sonable request, accompanied by an offer 
of assistance, to make his machinery safe 

for his workmen, should be deprived of 
the ability to procure insurance and left 
to his own resources, and in due time the 
law will surely overtake him. 

Fortunately, this is not true of all em- 
ployers. There are a great many who 
have the real welfare of their employes at 
heart. The truth is that we have been 
too busy to give the attention to the sub- 
ject it deserves, but now that the agita- 
tion has begun, a large number of em- 
ployers are working with a will to re- 
duce the number of accidents. 

In large establishments where special 
machinery is used, efforts should be made 
for a thorough system of inspection, not 
only by the state but by permanently ap- 
pointed employes who are expert in that 
direction, in other words a constant striv- 
ing for perfection should be the aim. 

Workmen’s compensation whose 
consideration at present is chaotic 
should be handled in a calm and sane 
manner. This can best be done by a 

commission composed of representa- 
tives of all states. Investigations should 
be by experts rather than state legis- 

lators, he said, and the findings of the 
commission should be adopted by all 

States. Summing up this phase of his 
address, Mr. Bale urged that the logical 

method of handling the matter is to

CURTIS DEFENDING NATIONAL 


Claims Assurance Was Unwarranted 
In Its Recent Criticism of 
the Detroit Company 








President Curtis objects to the com- 
ment in the recent number of Assur- 
ance on the National Casualty in which 
Editor Underwood takes the position 
that the company is not rendering sat- 
isfactory service to its policyholders. 
President Curtis in a letter to As- 
stirance says: 


I challenge you to an explanation of 
what you mean by the closing sentence— 
“Measured by service to policyholders it 
was decidedly unsatisfactory.” We haven't 
been advised that our service to the pub- 
lic, either during 1910 or any other year. 
has been unsatisfactory. The writer has 
been associated with the National since 
September, 1906, and during that period 
the National’s premium income has in- 
creased from $300,000 to $732,000, whith 
fact would hardly bear out a statement 
of unsatisfactory service to the public. 
I have made a list of the nineteen largest 
companies in this country writing indus- 
trial accident and health insurance, and 
submit that the combined showing for 
1910 gives a loss ratio (service to nolicy- 
holders) of 36 percent. The National's 
loss ratio was 38 percent, or a return 
of 2 percent more than the average. The 
expense ratio averaged 55.4 percent. The 
National’s expense ratio was 55 percent. 
or 4 points below the average. There- 
fore I repeat that with a loss ratio above 
the average and an expense ratio below 
the average, it is rather difficult to under- 
stand the views you express, and the 
manner of expressing some of your 
figures only emphasizes the use of the 
hammer. 

For instance, in the next to the last 
paragraph you say—“The admitted assets 
were $302,528, and the liabilities $249,515, 
consisting of commissions, etc.” It looks 
as though you had framed that with the 
intent to first color the mind with the 
belief that we had actual liabilities of 
$249,000. Of course you go on thereafter 
and qualify with a list of the items, and 
wind it up by adding on capital stock 
$200,000. Your fourth paragraph from 
the bottom is likewise deliberately mis- 
leading, as the intent is to convey the 
impression that we actually disbursed 
$50,000 more than our receipts. The 
simple truth as it should have been stated 
is that we disbursed $50,000 less than 
our receipts, but that we also transferred 
from the surplus to the stock account 
$100,000. Your statement relative to the 
continuation of a 16 percent dividend on 
$200,000 is an unwarranted presumption, 
based, as we view it, on nothing more 
than a desire to knock. In that same 
casaraen you very carefully frame your 

anguage so that the impression given 
out is that there is some $60,000 less pro-

Equitable Surety Has Not Yet Defi-

The Equitable Surety of St. Louis is 
now entering the various states rapidly. 
Last week it had already made appli- 
cation to the United States govern- 
ment, Ohio, Indiana, Kansas and Ten- 
nessee and had the papers ready to 
forward to New York, Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, Iowa, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Colorado, Washington, Cali- 
fornia and Massachusetts. Officers of 
the company are now in the field ap- 
pointing agents in Missouri and IIli- 
nois. 

Vice-President Humphrey states that 
arrangements for Chicago are not fully 
completed. The company has several 
opportunities for agency connections, 
but it will probably establish a branch 
office in the city. In that event it will 
employ an associate to Walter E. 
Hart, who is now in charge of the 
Chicago office. 

In its fidelity forms the Equitable 
has introduced a feature said to be 
new. In the application the applicant 
waives all liability against any refer- 
ence for information he may give con- 
cerning him and this waiver is printed 
on the back of the blank on which the 
reference makes his report and atten- 
tion is prominently called to it on the 
front of the blank. It is believed that 
this will result in securing much valu- 
able information. 





Double Benefit Payments 


During the last ten years the Travel- 
ers has paid under the double indemn- 
ity feature of its accident policies 
$607,977. Of this total amount $300,- 
042 was paid for injuries resulting in 
death or dismemberment and $307,935 
for injuries resulting in disability. 





Mutual Liability Company for Kansas 

The last Kansas legislature passed 
a compensation act, and various groups 
of industries are considering the or- 
ganization of mutual insurance com- 
panies to meet liabilities from deaths 
and injuries under the new law. 

The Kansas law is not mandatory, 
as was the New York law which the 
courts of that state declared uncon- 
stitutional. As it is understood several 
groups of industries are planning to 
come under the compensation act and 
organize mutually under it to meet 
such losses as will occur. 

Superintendent I. S. Lewis is doubt- 
ful whether a mutual insurance com- 
pany can be formed under the Kansas 
laws to this purpose. He has given 
no definite ruling on the matter. It 
would of course be possible to or- 
ganize under the Kansas laws a stock 
company, but it would be necessary for 
it to have a capital stock of $250,000. 





Are Favoring Uniform Bill 

The accident companies as a rule are 
favoring the bills introduced in the va- 
rious states providing for standard pro- 
visions for accident and health policies. 
The most vigorous opponent is the 
German Commercial Accident. While 
the companies at first did not look 
with favor on such bills, yet when 
they saw the insurance commissioners 
were determined to introduce them 
and they would likely pass, the acci- 
dent organizations concluded that the 
best way was to cooperate and get

Saloonkeepers Plan Mutual Surety 

If a number of disconcerted Nebraska 
saloonkeepers, with the help of the 
brewers, succeed in carrying out their 
present plans, there will be a big mu- 
tual bonding company organized to 
write saloon bonds alone. Their plan 
is for 500 of them to deposit with the 
state auditor a certified check of $200 
each, thus making a total guarantee 
fund of $100,000; and then to start a 
working capital by an assesment of $10 
each, to be followed by further assess- 
ments as expenses and losses require. 

There is a growing concern among 
them, because but a few of the seventy- 











three saloonkeepers in South Omaha 


have been able to give surety bonds, 
owing to the immense amount of litiga- 
tion, much of it trumped up, in the way 
of damage suits, pending against them, 
following many judgments secured 
against them the past year; and be- 
cause of the rigorous conditions with 
which the saloonkeepers out in the 
state must comply before being able 
to secure surety bonds. They are un- 
der the necessity of giving personal 
bonds in many instances, and those 
unable to give either must quit busi- 
ness, 





Buchanan’s Good Work 

One of the progressive agencies of 
the American Fidelity, is that of F. A. 
Buchanan, Jr., who has charge of the 
Cincinnati district. Mr. Buchanan for- 
merly had a local agency in Newport 
Ky., and in 1908 established an office 
in Cincinnati for casualty business. 
He has operated with much success 
having last year written some $22,000 
in premiums. The American Fidelity 
is becoming very well established in 
the middle western states, and though

IT WILL BE AN INDEPENDENT 


Owing to Rules of Surety Association 
of America Royal Indemnity Will 
Not Join 


The Royal Indemnity has decided not 
to join the Surety Association of Amer- 
ica. At a recent meeting the associa- 
tion amended its rules regarding the 
solicitation of one company’s agents by 
another in such a way as would pre- 
clude the Royal Indemnity from solicit- 
ing agents of the Royal Insurance Com- 
pany to become its agents in case they 
had in their agencies some other surety 
company. This would interfere so seri- 
ously with the plans of the Royal In- 
demnity that it could not join. This 
will make no difference as to its ad- 
herence to rates. It is buying the 
Towner rates and will observe them 
as fully as if in the association. 

The western department of the Royal 
Indemnity now has about two hundred 
agencies in the states it has entered. 
It is exercising much care in planting 
agencies. It has turned down applica- 
tions from agencies doing over half a 
million dollars in casualty and surety 
premiums. It is entering agencies of 
the Royal where it can, but when the 
Royal agents already have casualty and 
surety connections they do not desire 
to sever, the Royal Indemnity seeks 
another agency in the town. It ex- 
pects considerable business from 
agents in towns so small that casualty 
companies seldom seek to plant agen- 
cies in them, but in which the Royal 
is represented. 


American Bonding Statement 

The March 31 statement of the 
American Bonding shows net surplus 
of $832,579. The assets are $2,727,094, 
the principal items being securities 
$2,075,638, outstanding premiums $369,- 
234, cash $230,619. The unearned 
premium reserve is $736,969 and the 
loss reserve $347,726. 


Now Making Surveys 


The Casualty Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion of Chicago held another meeting 
yesterday, which was marked by entire 
harmony. Every member seems to be 
satisfied with the way the organization 
is working. Secretary-Treasurer J. T. 
Wagner has been given an assistant, H. 
W. Beaton, who will look after the 
clerical work of the secretary's office 
and also is now engaged in making sur- 
veys of the public liability risks for the 
use of all the members. The associa- 
tion expects eventually to have an in- 
spector who will make an engineering 
survey of imeautoctring risks.

The Bankers Mutual Reserve has been 
organized at Lawrence, Kan., to write 
health and accident insurance. 


Both houses of the Minnesota legis- 
lature passed a bill raising the limit that 
may be recovered for an accidental death 
from $5,000 to $7,500. 


Before adjourning the Minnesota legis- 
lature passed the liability loss reserve 
bill, advocated by the National Conven- 
tion of Insurance Commissioners. 


The Casualty Company of America now 
has its forms in the hands of agents for 
the writing of automobile property dgm- 
age. It is not writing collision sustained. 


Tabular statements of all casualty and 
surety companies doing business in Illi- 
nois during 1910 have been prepared by 
the Illinois department for public dis- 
tribution. 


The North American Accident has been 
licensed in North Carolina with Gwyn, 
Volvard & Co. of North Wilkesboro as 
general agents. Application has also been 
made in Kentucky. 


Fred B. Lloyd has resigned as president 
of the Pacific Surety, because of attacks 
made upon him by stockholders, but the 
board of directors unanimously refused to 
accept his resignation. 


The Royal Indemnity has been licensed 
in Kentucky and is now operating in 
twenty states.

I. K. Cruett, assistant superintendent of 
the liability department of the Fidelity 
& Deposit, has finished a _ three-weeks’ 
trip in the middle west, instructing the 
company’s new connections as to rates 
and underwriting in the casualty lines. 
Mr. Cruett was formerly with the Fidel- 
ity & Casualty and is a capable man. 


Harvey C. Alexander, assitant adjutant 
general of Tennessee, has been made 
manager of the southeastern department 
of the Equitable Surety, covering Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Georgia, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Florida, and North and South 
Carolina. Tennessee will be organized 
before the other states are taken up. 


E. B. Tucker was sentenced to sixty 
days in jail at Lorain, Ohio, on a charge 
of obtaining money under false pretenses. 
He took applications for the Woodmen 
Accident of Lincoln, Neb., and collected 
the premiums, although he was not 
licensed as an agent. He claimed he in- 
tended to deliver policies on the applica- 
tions. 


John F. Kerr, comptroller of the Amer- 
ican Surety, died Monday suddenly from 
pneumonia after four days’ illness. He 
had been with the company for nearly 
twenty years, serving successively as 
chief clerk, assistant comptroller and 
finally comptroller which he was elected 
about a year and a half a go. He was 
about 46 years old and left a wife. 


An insurance company in Kentucky is 
not authorized nor cannot be authorized 
to write policies upon the health of per- 
sons under Provision 1 of the second 
clause of Section 687 of the Kentucky 
statutes. This opingon from Attorney- 
General Breathitt for Commissioner of 
Insurance Bell knocks out a group of 
Western Kentucky capitalists from or- 
ganizing a health company under that 
section of the statutes. The plan involves 
accident insurance and at the same time 
provides for the payment of $100 in the 
policy as a burial clause upon death of a 
policyholder. The company would have 
had a capital stock of $100,000. 





New York, Building Code 

Following the series of factory fires 
in New York in which many lives have 
been lost, fire underwriters who are 
interested in improved construction of 
buildings are pushing the campaign 
for revision of the building code 
and it now looks as if the mat- 
ter would come up at a not dis- 
tant meeting of the board of aldermen. 
_ What defeated the code formulated 
in 1909 and vetoed by Mayor McClellan 
was the fact that discrimination was 
shown between the hollow tile and 
cinder concrete interests both of which 
were anxious to establish a monopoly 
in city business, and both of which had 
political backing. It is stated that some 
understanding has now been arrived 
at between the two rival factions. The 
cement manufacturers, however, are 
now fighting for their interests, which 
the code might jeopardize in view of 
the fact that no change is contem- 
plated in the clause restricting the use 
of reinforced concrete to buildings 
eighty-five feet or less in height. This 
would mean that only cinder concrete 
and hollow tile would be available for 
use in the construction of skyscrapers. 

Underwriters hope that something 
will be done in the present juncture 
which will materially improve the 
building laws which are not up to the 
latest approved fire methods.

GIVES DIGEST OF NEW LAWS 





Summary of Legislation in Kansas 
Affecting Insurance—Attorney 
Fees for Claimants 


Superintendent I. S. Lewis of Kansas 
has prepared digest of the laws af- 
fecting insurance passed by the recent 
Kansas legislature, the main features 
of which are as follows: 


HouSe bill No. 566 provides that the pre- 
miums or assessments on policies of life 
insurance, issued by fraternal beneficiary 
societies and assessment companies, may 
be paid by any person, lodge or organiza- 
tion, with the knowledge and consent of 
the insured and beneficiary, and such 
payments, with 3 percent interest, may be 
recovered by the payor. 

House bill No. 341 provides for the 
organization of mutual automobile liabil- 
ity associations in Kansas. 

Substitute for senate bill No. 5 pro- 
vides that where a judgment has been 
rendered against an insurance company, 
on account of a policy given to insured 
on personal property in this state against 
loss by fire, tornado or lightning, the 
plaintiff shall be allowed a reasonable sum 
as attorney’s fee, to be recovered and col- 
lected as a part of the costs; provided, 
however, that when a tender is made by 
such insurance company before the com- 
mencement of action in which judgment is 
rendered and the most recovered is not 
in excess of such tender, no such costs 
shall be allowed. 

House bill No. 818, amending sec. 4105 
of the general statutes of 1909, applying 
to companies other than life, organized 
under the laws of Kansas, increases the 
reserve liability from 40 percent under 
the old law to 50 percent. 

House bill No. 639 permits all author- 
ized fire insurance companies in this state 
to insure against loss or damage by ex- 
plosions from natural gas, dynamite, gun 
powder and other like explosions. 

Senate bill No. 512 is an act supple- 
mental to sec. 4319 to 4332 of the general 
statutes of 1909, permitting burial insur- 
ance companies to engage in the business 
of personal accident, sick benefit or health 
insurance. 

House bill No. 404 is an act relating to 
mutual fire companies and amending cer- 
tain sections in the old laws. The most 
important change allows mutual compa- 
nies to increase their reserves. 

The new law also provides that outside 
companies, licensed by their home de- 
partments, having guarantee funds of 
$100,000 or more, may be licensed in 
Kansas. 

Committee substitute for senate bill No. 
43 relates to the distribution by the 
superintendent of insurance of the fite- 
man’s relief fund to certain cities. 





Minnesota Legislature Adjourns 

The Minnesota legislature has ad- 
journed. It was composed of men 
higher than the average but they were 
bent on reforms and instituted many 
investigations, all of which were more 
or less of a fizzle, including that into 
the insurance commissioner’s office. 

Of the thirty odd insurance bills, 
but four got through, and of them, but 
one amounted to anything. That one 
was a bill authorizing the commissioner 
to cancel the license of any company 
doing business in the state against 
which an execution is returned unsatis- 
fied. Others refer to the terms gov- 
erning the admission of fraternal so- 
ciety insurance companies, and to addi- 
tional reserve funds which may be 
carried.

NEWS OF FIRE PROTECTION 


SHOW CONFLAGRATION PERIL 





National Board Engineers Point Out the 
Dangers in the Business Dis- 
trict of Boston 


The conflagration hazard in the con- 
gested value district of Boston, accord- 
ing to the engineers of the National 
Board, continues serious despite im- 
provements in _ recent construction. 
This situation, the engineers say, is 
due to weak structural conditions in the 
older buildings and the inaccessibility 
of the interior of blocks. The frequent 
unprotected openings in buildings and 
narrow streets also add materially to 
the danger from a great sweeping fire. 
The engineers have just completed a 
second investigation of the city’s fire 
dangers and protective facilities, and in 
discussing its conflagration hazard say: 

The features which make the potential 
hazard high in the congested value dis- 
trict are the grouping of seriously ex- 
posed, poorly accessible and structurally 
weak buildings, many with multiple oc- 
cupancy, the lack of horizontal and verti- 
cal opening protection where especially 
needed, the many very large floor areas 
and the narrow streets, from which it 
would be difficult to make a stand against 
a conflagration. Across the center of the 
district is a grouping of fireproof build- 
ings which should form a fire barrier; 
their efficiency as such, however,. is 
greatly reduced by the large proportion 
of unprotected windows, and, although 
they might prove barriers for a local 
conflagration, their efficiency in cutting 
off a fire of large proportions is very 
doubtful. 

The probability of sweeping fires occur- 
ring is largely dependent on the facilities 
provided to suppress them; the water sup- 
ply is adequate and reliable, but at pres- 
sure only sufficient for engine supply, and 
the fire department, though efficient, is 
liable to be undermanned at certain times 
of day to such an extent as to be unable 
to cope with simultaneous fires in the 
congested value district without with- 
drawing the protection from the other 
parts of the city. An important mitigat- 
ing feature is found in the many auto- 
matic sprinkler equipments and the win- 
dow-opening protection. The conflagration 
hazard is considerably more marked in 
the section along either side and west of 
Washington street, where there are many 
high values, and the prevailing direction 
of winds would tend to carry a fire to 
the parts to the eastward. The probabil- 
ity of a conflagration extending over a 
considerable part of the district is serious. 

In the wharf district of Boston proper 
the conflagration hazard is moderate. The 
lumber district is liable to fires of con- 
flagration proportions and exposes groups 
of congested joisted brick woodworking 
plants. Charlestown, South and East Bos- 
ton have stretches of wharf properties 





in which serious fires are liable to occur 
and otherwise are built up with congested 
frame structures, which in many places 
afford opportunity for local conflagrations, 
In the congested parts of Dorchester and 
Roxbury, where three-story frame flat 
buildings are separated by narrow spacep: 
affording many mutual exposures, the 
possibility of fires extending over con- 
siderable areas is very pronounced, and 
the hazard from fiying-brand fires in those 
sections in which building are roofed with 
shingles is serious. 

The engineers say that the water sup- 
ply is ample and the fire department gen- 
erally efficient, but condemn the fire 
alarm system as unreliable because of its 
poor housing and the type of boxes used. 
They make some thirty-nine recommenda- 
tions for the improvement of the water 
supply, fire department, fire alarm system, 
ete., and conclude with summary of the 
city’s fire protection facilities. 





Equipment Wofully Deficient 

Half a dozen representatives of the 
National Board are in Little Rock, 
Ark., making a thorough inspection, 
and it is expected they will make some 
radical recommendations. One of the 
primary reasons for their inspection at 
this time is an investigation of the mil- 
lion-dollar conflagration on Main street, 
January 2. Eugene Raines, of Arnold, 
Raines & Co., discussing the situation, 
said: 

What the engineers of the National 
Board are most likely to report is that 
Little Rock needs a better-equipped fire 
department. The Little Rock department 
is wofully deficient in apparatus, par- 
ticularly in ladders and auto-trucks, as 
there is not an auto vehicle in commis- 
sion, and no ladders that will reach above 
the second story. Little Rock’s premium 
receipts are about $250,000 a year, and 
the fire loss in the one fire last January 
was $450,000. A great deal of that could 
have been stopped with proper equipment. 


Omaha on Keg of Powder 

Until the secondary main is installed, 
Omaha is literally sitting on a keg of 
powder, so far as fire protection is con- 
cerned, writes E. R. Townsend of Chi- 
cago, who as expert for the National 
Board investigated the Omaha situa- 
tion a year ago. 

He writes it to A. G. Beeson, head 
of the Nebraska Inspection Bureau, in 
réference to the proposition made by 
the Omaha water board to the Omaha 
Water Company to instal a 48-inch 
main from the pumping station to 
Omaha, in addition to the present 36- 
inch main, and he hopes that the €om- 
pany will accept the offer. 

During the latter part of May, the 
city of Omaha will vote on a $8,250,000 
bond proposition, designed to pay for 
the water plant and to have $1,000,000

Oppose State Building Code 

Director of Public Safety Hogan, 
City Solicitor Baker and Building In- 
spector Marani of Cleveland have de- 
cided to oppose the passage of the bill 
now before the legislature, providing 
for a state building code. These offi- 
cials want time for the cities of the 
state to examine the code, although it 
has been under discussion for months. 
They say that it will render inoperative 
many of the provisions of the Cleve- 
land code and may nullify it entirely 
by repealing the law under which it 
was enacted. State Senator John 
Krause has been asked to halt action 
in the senate and Messrs. Hogan and 
Marani will appear before the senate 
committee some time this week to 
argue against it. 


FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 


An ordinance defining the village fire 
limits has been adopted by Lowell, in 
Kent county, Michigan. 

The city of Kingston, N. Y., is plan- 
ning to purchase an automobile fire engine. 

Kalamazoo, Mich., will install seventy 
new hydrants in the outlying districts. 


The city council of Noblesville, Ind., 
is proposing to issue $20,000 in bonds to 
erect a building to be used partly as a 
city building and partly for the fire de- 
partment. 


The city of Holland, Mich., has out- 
grown its fire fighting facilities, accord- 
ing to the Daily Sentinel, and the west 
and south sides of the town are not ade- 
quately protected. There is a number of 
factories in these unprotected sections. 


The Indianapolis Telephone Company is 
the first of the public service corpora- 
tions to obey the general order of the 
Indianapolis board of public works to 
Have all wires in the downtown district 
go underground. The company has asked 
permission to build conduits. 


What high pressure will do was illus- 
trated in Brooklyn, N. Y., the other day. 
In connecting the plumbing in a new loft 
building the mistake was made of tap- 
ping the high pressure main instead of 
the low pressure service pipe. The first 
serious fire in the district resulted in put- 
ting on a pressure of 200 pounds to the 
square inch. This burst the plumbing 
pipes in the new building and flooded it. 


Work is being rushed on the improve- 
ments in the waterworks system at Earl- 
ington, Ky., the erection of the standpipe 
being now under way. Some additions will 
be made in the mains, and new hydrants 
will be installed, while improvements at 
the pumping station are contemplated. 
The municipality is also contemplating 
the installation of additional equipment 
in the fire department. Earlington Is an 
important town in the coal mining district.

OPINION MADE ON CALL LOAN 


Attorney-General of New York Cites 
Case Where the Insurance 
Law Was Violated 





Superintendent Hotchkiss of New 
York publishes the opinion of Attorney 
General Carmody with reference to fire 
companies placing their funds in the 
hands of banks or other agents for the 
purpose of loaning them upon call in 
conjunction with the funds of other 
parties. The opinion says: 


A fire insurance company has no right 
under the law to place its funds in the 
hands of an agent for the purpose of 
loaning the same upon call in conjunc- 
tion with the funds of other parties. 

The Fidelity-Phenix, in March, 
entered into an agreement with the Chase 
National bank of New York, pursuant to 
which it deposited with this bank certain 
sums of money which were to be loaned 
on call in conjunction with funds of oth- 
er parties to various borrowers and the 
profits of the transaction, if any, after 
deducting the commission to be paid to 
the bank, were to be divided between the 
insurance company and other parties mak- 
ing similar contracts in proportion to the 
amount invested, and losses were to be 
borne in like manner. There is no liabil- 
ity on the part of the bank to the insur- 
ance company. 

Section 16 of the insurance law attempts 
to safeguard the funds of insurance com- 
panies by limiting their investments to 
certain classes of securities specified in 
detail. The transaction described in the 
above statement of facts is clearly foreign 
to any authorized investment and is in 
violation of the provisions of section 16. 

There seems to be no liability for the 
fund on the part of the bank. It merely 
acts as an agent for the insurance com- 
pany and the others who contribute to 
the pool. The borrowers are unknown to 
the company and its particular funds are 
not loaned to any particular borrower. It 
is apparently a joint loaning of money at 
call, the profits or losses of the enterprise 
to be borne pro rata by the different con- 
tributors to the fund. It is a transaction 
which most clearly violates both the let- 
ter and the spirit of the law. 





Appointment of Lemert’s Successor 

Considerable pressure is being 
brought to bear on Governor Harmon 
for the appointment of a successor to 
Judge Charles C. Lemert as insurance 
superintendent of Ohio, but thus far 
the governor has given no indication 
of his probable choice. The strongest 
influence seems to be exerted in be- 
half of Attorney C. L. Brumbaugh of 
Columbus, who was a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination to Congress 
last fall. He has the backing of the 
local Democratic organization, which 
stands well in Harmon’s graces, and 
more than that, is said to have the 
personal backing of Alfred C. Cassatt, 
the governor’s son-in-law, and of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Hugh Nichols, who 
was appointed to his position by the 
governor when Lieutenant-Governor 
Atlee Pomerene resigned to become 
United States senator. A dispatch from 
Youngstown says E. H. Moore of that 
city has declined the position because 
“the salary is too small,” but the re- 
port cannot be confirmed.

Apparent Deadlock in Ohio 

The Ohio house last week passed the 
Tidrick bill for the regulation of fra- 
ternal insurance companies, and it now 
goes to the senate, with little hope 
that action will be taken, as the sen- 
ate is almost unanimously reactionary, 
and adjournment probably is close at 
hand. Barring unforeseen contingencies 
recess is likely to be taken May 12, to 
enable the clerks to catch up with their 





work, and the houses will reconvene 
May 19, for one day, and then adjourn. 

Important insurance bills are still in 
committee, and Judge Lemert has 
about given up hope of getting them 
out. The three Deaton bills, introduced 
in the senate early in the session, are 
giving Judge Lemert particular concern. 
One provides a standard health and ac- 
cident policy, another prohibits rebat- 
ing by insurance agents, and the third 
authorizes reserves for health and ac- 
cident companies. One of the Fellin- 
ger antirebating bills, passed by the 
house, also is tied up in the senate 
committee on insurance. 
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DISCUSS TERM INSURANCE 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 

was that of Lord vs. Dall, 122 Mass. 115, 
decided in 1809, and in that case the hein- 
ous character of the business, as judged 
by some people of that day, was brought 
forward in full force. It was pointed out 
that the French courts had decided 
against insurance on the grounds that 
such contracts “set a price upon the life 
of a free man which is above price.” And 
the Massachusetts court was urged to 
declare the insurance contract void in 
that case on that ground. 


Attitudes of Courts 


At that time, and for fifty years there- 
after, the opinion was widely held that 
life insurance was “speculating in life 
and, therefore, immoral.” 

After a struggle of some fifty years the 
business began to win its way and has 
become the greatest single business in the 
world. As a result of the prejudice ex- 
isting at its inception, however, the insur- 
ance business has suffered from various 
precedents established in the law. For 
example, the following may be stated: 

First. Contracts of insurance are con- 
strued against the insurer. 

Second. The ordinary law of contracts, 
by which a party must prove a compliance 
with conditions in order to claim the 
benefit of his contract, does not apply in 
full on insurance contracts. The burden 
of proof to establish the failure of the 
insured to comply with the conditions of 
the contract on his part to be performed 
is upon the insurance company. This is 
clearly an anomoly in the law. 

Third. While the law of contracts is 
modified as suggested above in insurance 
cases, the general law of agency is strict- 
ly applied in the insurance business, and 
the companies are strictly bound by the 
acts of their agents under circumstances 
where a clear injustice is frequently 
worked. 


Other Kinds of Insurance. 


Although there are essential differences 
in the conduct of the several branches of 
insurance, yet in many ways they are 
judged and measured by the same rules. 
As a matter of fact one great difficulty of 
the business is properly distinguishing be- 
tween the several kinds of insurance. It 
is quite generally held that “whatever 
be the outer form of a contract the courts 
always look to their inner nature, and if 
they are found in reality to be agree- 
ments ‘by which one party for a consider- 
ation promises to pay money or its 
equivalent or to do some act of value to 
the assured upon the distruction or injury 
of something in which the other party has 
an interest’ they are declared to be con- 
tracts of insurance and subject in their 
making to all the laws regulating insur- 
ance.” For example, there may be a con- 
tract of guarantee in the form of an or- 
dinary official bond, which is in reality 
an insurance, frequently called guarantee 
or fidelity insurance. There may be con- 
tracts of conditional sales, which are 
really credit insurance or crop insurance. 
In a Massachusetts case a contract was 
made to purchase at a fixed price all of 
a merchant’s accounts during a designated 
period and against certain debtors and 
was held to be a contract of insurance. 

It will be seen that the foregoing griev- 
ances mentioned are real and should 
be remedied, especially under the present 
conditions of operation, and since all 
classes of companies are affected it is 
only right that all should join in seeking 
to effect such a remedy. 

Indeed a federation of all nonindustrial 
agencies so far as practical for mutual 
protection and advantage would be very 
valuable to the insurance interests as well

as to the others concerned in such a fed- 
eration. 

Mr. Thompson amplified his points 
in a very clear and convincing man- 
ner, showing the difficulties under which 
insurance companies labor by reason 
of the attitude of courts. 

Herrick Opens Discussion 

Following a custom now happily well 
established, the association had a prac- 
tical question up for discussion by its 
members. This time it was “Term In- 
surance.” 

George M. Herrick, of the Provident 
Life & Trust, was the first speaker. 
He wished term insurance could be 
banished entirely. Yet it has a place 
and he sells considerable of it, but no 
more than he can help. Sometimes it 
is the best form for a man to take, as 
when he is facing the extra expense of 
educating his children or building a 
home. 

It has serious disadvantages, how- 
ever. It is very liable to lapse. It of- 
fers opportunities for twisting. Men 
who buy it are likely to misunderstand 
it, unless it is very carefully explained, 
and become dissatisfied. 

Agents could sell more ordinary life 
policies instead of term policies if they 
tried harder. An ordinary life policy 
carried two or three years and then 
allowed to lapse and become extended 
insurance is cheaper than term insur- 
ance. The commissions on term insur- 
ance are small and on the whole it is a 
bad proposition for the agent except 
under peculiar circumstances. Then he 
should be careful to explain it fully, 
watch the assured to prevent his lapsing 
his policy and endeavor to convert the 
term insurance to a better form as early 
as possible. 

Dr. Castor’s Views 

Dr. Hiram C. Castor, of the Connec- 
ticut General, does not like to sell term 
insurance, but often it is the only 
kind the prospect will take. He thinks 
it does no harm if properly sold. He 
does not think it should be renewable. 

It is of service to cover some tem- 
porary extra hazard, as when a young 
professional man is building up a prac- 
tice. He should get on his feet within 
five years well enough so he can con- 
vert his policy to a better form. It 
is valuable for business insurance when 
a new firm needs all funds to develop 
its business. 

It serves a good purpose as an im- 
mediate means of protection when the 
cost of permanent insurance is for the 
time being prohibitory and the assured 
takes it intending to convert it. Dr. 
Castor’s office converts a large part of 
all the term insurance it writes. 

Good to Create Interest 

James H. Thorsen, a broker, who 
writes many large applications, said 
he used to believe in term insurance 
and sold much of it. With more ex- 
perience his views changed. The ad- 
vantages of it are mostly imaginary. 
Almost any man can afford some form 
of compulsory savings. He can save 
money by taking ordinary life insur- 
ance and cashing it in after a few years 
as against taking term insurance. 

Almost invariably Mr. Thorsen finds 
term insurance leads to some other 
form if it leads to any business at all. 





He starts much business by means of 
letters previous to change of age. In 
some of these he quotes term rates 
and when an inquiry comes sells the 
prospect some other form. The low 
rate or any special rate is the enter- 
ing wedge to interest men. Then it is 
for the agent to sell him the best in- 
surance he can. He should not sell 
term insurance if he can help it. 

Most men who buy term insurance 
either let it lapse or convert it, and so 
many convert it in the first year or 
two as to show that with extra effort 
the agent should have sold them better 
policies on the start. 

L. Brackett Bishop of the Massa- 
chusetts Mutual, is the victim of sub- 
urban timetables. He wanted to catch 
the 10:30 train, so he spoke one min- 
ute, short measure. Here is his mes- 
sage: Term insurance is here to stay. 
The rates are too low. They should be 
about $2 higher with commissions en- 
ough higher so agents could afford to 
write it. 

There were others who wanted the 
10:30 train also and adjournment was 
taken quickly. 





New York Legislation 

The assembly at Albany, N. Y., ad- 
vanced to third reading Assemblyman 
Hoey’s bill amending the insurance 
laws in relation to admission of mutual 
fire companies of other states. The 
senate has advanced to third reading 
Senator Sullivan’s bill limiting the 
character of automobile insurance 
which may be underwritten by fire and 
marine companies. The present law 
authorizes “Insurance upon automobiles 
whether stationary or being operated 
under power.” The amendment limits 
this to insurance against “Hazards of 
fire, explosion, transportation or col- 
lision, loss by legal liability for dam- 
age to property resulting from main- 
tenance and use of automobiles.” But 
no such insurance may cover “Loss by 
reason of bodily injury to the person.” 





Talk on Theaters 


The monthly luncheon of the Cook 
county field men will be given at the 
Boston Oyster House, Chicago, on 
Friday. The speaker will be Fourth 
Assistant Fire Marshal McDonnell. His 
subject will be “Theaters.” He has 
charge of the inspection of all the Chi- 
cago theaters and has studied the 
hazards of this class both in Chicago 
and elsewhere.
